How the Money Was Won and Lost—Some 
Interesting Figures. 

The betting ring was a wild place from the 
beginning. from stand to stand 
even for the rough-and-tumble racegoer was 
likely to be attended by physical disaster. 
The sixty bookmakers could not handle balf 
the offers that came to them and 
the sheet-writers were limp objects of 
pity. The individual betting was 
not extraordinarily large—it seidom is on 
Derby Day—but some big tickets were out 
on the event of the afternoon and tne total 
that changed hands was something appalling 
to a hard-working man. The Hankins crowd 
backed Uncle Bob with all its might. 
George Hankins won pon! Bayona! —— 
man, his partner, about 610. an rry 
Romayne, $10,000; Tom Brewer of Spring- 
fieid lost heavily on the early races, put he 
got his money on Uncie Bob and cashed in a 
pig ticket. Nearly all the professional 
betters played Uncle Bob for keeps, and a 
lot of amateurs rode him beavily,“ as the 
colored gentiemen would put it. A prominent 
State street jeweler caught the Hankins 
horse for $8,500 and a well-known St. Louis- 
lan got out nearly $5,000. The attack was 80 
strong that Uncle Bob was backed down 
from even money to 4 to 5, and even at those 
unattractive figures so many bought him 
tha: the lines of winners reached out beyond 
the walls of the stand. It was reckoned by 
a bookmaker that about $150,000 was 


| carried away by the public. At the same 


time a little good iron money was left in the 
ring, and no tender reader need worry about 
the bookmakers. Most of them will be able 
to find a place wherein to sleep tonight, if 
they have to find it with the money they 
dian’t lose on the Derby. 

Some hundreds of young men came out to 
bet on Protection. They were disappointed 
in their ambition, for Protecuon didn’t run. 
The wily George V. Hankins was subjected 
to some Marsh criticism in consequence, and 
statements to the effect that he had used his 
well-known influence on the owner of Pro- 
tection were made out loud around the 


stands. | 

But after all Uncle Bob was the natural 
favorite.

THE RIDE ON THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


Trains Loaded Down with Good-Natured 
Crowds— Description of a Trip. 

At the Illinois Central station yesterday 
the ability of Chicago crowds to take care of 
themselves was demonstrated. Hundreds of 
people poured into the station from every 
neighboring street, until a line of ticket pur- 
chasers stretched back to Michigan avenue.

No 
one asked which way to go any more than a 
stream from a mountain spring asks if it 
shali flow down hill, In a solid mass the 
crowd moved to the grand stand, forced its 
— up-stairs and as near the front as pos- 
sible, 

Natty coachmen satin the grand stand in 
aristocratic disdain of the din all about them. 
They had left their loads at the club-house. 
A glimpse was caught of a colored waiter 
throwing tosetder sandwiches In the big 
lunch-room. He had a pile of bread and but- 
ter, a jar of mustard, and a stack of sliced 
ham. He put them together at the rate of 
250 a minute while a hungry crowd surged 
about the counter.

AT THE ARISTOCRATIC CLUBHOUSE. 


It was hardly acrush atthe clubhouse—

Threats of the Liquor Men. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., June 21.—[Special. }— 
The case against P. T. Locke, the spotter 
from St. Joseph who received such a shak- 
ing-up at the hands of tne saloon men and 
their friends, was calied this afternoon but 
to the surprise of many acompromise was 
effected and the defendant was discharged, 
but the Law and Order Association paid the 
costs.

PROSPECTS OF TROUBLE IN MEXICO.

A Crisis Approaching— President Dlas May 
Prociaim Himself Dictator. 


City oF Mexico, June 2.— [Special. I—In- 


formation is given of an uprising in the min- 
ing State of Guanajuata which is believed 
to pe the beginning of a general reyolution- 
ary movement, of which there have been re- 
peated warnings for some time past. As the 
telegraph lines are under Government con- 
trol it is impossibie to get details by wire, 
and some days must elapse before all of the 
facts can be obtained. 

There are signs of uneasiness in Govern- 
ment circies, dnd the general feeling is that 
a crisis is imminent. The tyranny of the 
Government is daily becoming heavier, and 
it is almost certain that within @ year 
Diaz will proclaim himself dictator. Only 
revolution can prevent such a disaster to the 
Republic. This may come quickly if the 
movement in Guanajuata shows the strength 
expected. If it be put down successfully by 
the Government then the day of general re- 
sistance will be postponed.

Prof. Campbell Preparing for a Dangerous

Borralo, N. L., June 21.— Special.]—The 
much talked of trip over the Niagaracataract 
to be attempted by the latest one of 
Prof. Campbell’s air ships after a 
number of postponements is at last likely 
to become an accomplished fact. Prof.

The base-ball situation remains unchanged, al- 
though there may be sometbing sensational to 


record shortly. Both sides have apparently tired 


of the conflict, and would no doubt patch up a 
peace it they could come to some agreement. 
Both, it seems, have tired of going down in their 
pockets for the support of a lot of ball-players, 
It seems as if something might be done towards 
patching up a truce if the parties interested 
could be brought together.

Tne reports thatthe Players’ League is get- 
ting ready to quit is the sheerést nonsense. Its 
projectors cannot quit until they huve given the 
thing a full trial, covering a period of several 
years. They have gone to a great outlay in fit- 
ting up grounds and must hold on for a while at 
least in the hope of getting back part of the 
money expended. The National League officials 
show no signs of weakening, and say they are 
in the fight to stay, so that, unless a 
compromise is effected, the war promises 
to continue for several years. If t 
does the result will be disastrous to the Nation- 
ul game. The game has not been hurt yet to any 
appreciable extent, and could. be readily put 
back where ut was before the fight. In fact, if 
the players and league officials patobed up their 
differences the public would turn towards the 
game with even increased enthusiasm. The 
American public is essentially a sport-loving 
one, and once having chosen a National game 
Will be loath to give it up.

He Had a Bullet in Gis Heart. 

“Boys, when I die I want you to examine my 
heart. Iam sure that a bullet shot into it 
twenty-five years ago is still sticking in it. The 
doctor laughs at the idea, but 1 know it’s there 
because I can feel it,” said Lieut. W. W. Deutler 
of the Fifty-fifth Pennsylvania while on his 
death- bed. 

He died within an hour sfter making this 
strange request. The surgeons removed his 
heart and found that Deutler’s death had been 
caused by one of the most singular gunshot 
wounds of the Civil War. 

The ball, an ounce minie, had pierced his heart 
and cut a groove half the thickness of the bullet 
in the right side of the heart and was encysted 
just back of that organ. The bullet so seared 
the wound that the part cut out of the heart 
never filled ub, but remained a deep, ugiy scar, 
although nearly twenty-five years had elapsed 
since it was made. The surgeon said that if the 
ball had cut one hundredth part of an inch 
deeper it would have caused instant death. 

Lieut. Deutler was in fifty-eight battles and 
skirmishes and escaped untouched, but at Five 
Forks, three days before Lee’s surrender, he 
bee struck by the ball that ultimately caused his 

eath. 

At the hospital he claimed that he could feel 
the bullet in his heart, but every attempt to 

robe for it almost caused his immediate death. 

e had a wonderful physique and in the course 
of afew months he was able togo home and 
rapidly grew better until bis wound seemed en- 
tirely cured, 

His health failed a few years afterward and he 
removed to Parsons, Kas. Fora time he gained 
in health, but at last the old wound grew trouble- 
some, causing intense pain at times. His nerve 
kept him alive for a year or so, but at last that 
gave out and death came withina few days of 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the day he re- 
ceived the wound. He resided in St. Louis sev- 
eral years and had some of the most skillful sur- 
geons of the city to investigate the case, but they 
could do nothing for him. — t. Louis Caronicle,

As Usual the Outside Dupes Have Little 

Berlin Letter in the New York Tribune: 
The campaign which is now in progress in 
charter of the Louisiana State Lotterv com- 
pany is being watcned with considerabie in-

Tory Leaders at Loggerheads. 

The Cabinet, somehow, seems to be under 
some demoniac spell, which apparentiy para- 
lyzes the common sense of the ministers 
and causes them to plunge from 
blunder into biunder with 4 perfect- 
ly insane disregard of reason, of 
the demands of the country and of their own 
political welfare. The Conservatives are dis- 
coura at the spectacle of their leaders 
rushing like swine into the sea, and they ask 
one another what explanation can be found 
for so extraordinary an exhibition of fatuous 
folly as the Government is now bestowing 
upon Engiand and the world. 

The only traceable origin of the over- 
whelming ministerial troubles lies in the 
fierce personal differences which exist in 
the Cabinet, where each man is apparently 
seeking his own personal aggrandizement 
without regard to the general interests 
of the nation. Mr. Smith, Mr. Goschen, 
Mr. Ritchie, Mr. Balfour, and Mr. Matthews 
are all at 8 and Lord Salisbury 
finds himself quite unable to control these 
internecine disputes or to maintain any sort 
of decency or harmony among his quarrel- 
some colleagues. 

Nor is this chaos in the Mmistry the only 
thing that the unhappy Prime Minister has 
to contend with just now. Beside having to 
face a threatened and really probabie break 
in the ranks of the Conservatives he 
has received 3 ain intimation 
from the Liberal-Unionist faction, 
without the support of which his Govern-

Geaarding Against a Cholera Epidemic. 

The Paris atmosphere is laden with cholera 
bacilli, and microves of other shapes and 
names are in everybody's mouth—metaphor- 
ically speaking. Of course there has not 
been any real tendency to panic. Whatever 
littie consternation has existed will be ma- 
terially allayed by the precautions taken by 
the government. At a Cabinet council at 
the Ministry of War M. Constans, Min- 
ister of the Interior, informed his col- 
leagués of the steps that he had 
taken to prevent the cholera from being 
imported across the Pyrenees. Disinfecting 
apparatus has been sent to all the stations 
on the Spanish frontier, and Des Charrin 
ana Netter have been charged with the or- 
ganization of a sanitary service. President 
Carnot has signed decrees: forbidding the 
importation of fruit ana vegetables from 
Spain, and the text of this has been tele- 
graphed to the proper officials. Finally the 
regulations made during me epidemic of

force.

Sefior Itajuba 
was immediately promotea and sent to Paris, 
but was not received by the French Govern- 
ment. The long delay which followed caused 
Brazilian Government some ——— 
and the new Minister was even failing 
under suspicion as not beng sufficiently 
zealous in efforta to secure recognition. 
A curious explanation of the delay is 
now given by M. Deloncie, a member 
of the French Chamber of Deputies, 
according to whom France has only recog-

ment, either by arbitration or direct treaty, 
of its old territorial dispute with France re- 
. ing the boundaries of Freach Guiana. 

Deioncie claims that no settlement can be 
made which will not doudle the 
territory of French Guiana, and that 
there is a possibility of France getting 
territory five or six times as great 
as is now included in the French colony. In 
any case, he insists, France cannot fil to se- 
cure the left bank of the Amazon, between Ma- 
2 and the sea. Macapa will thus become 
a French port,and France will be the only Eu- 
wer established on the Amazon, 
and will have the privilege of navigating and 
trading on that river, the wealth of which in 
the future, M. Deloncle thinks, will surpass 
that of the Nile or the Congo. 

Sefior Gabriel de Piza, the new Brazilian 
Minister to Germany, has arrived ia this city 
and will proceed in a week or two to Berlin. 
The Brazilians are very hopeful that the rec- 
ognition of their republic by Germany will 
soon follow. Sefior de was educated in 
America. He has long been a prominent 
Brazilian Republican. 

American Import Regulations. 

The excitement among French merchants 
arising from the difficulties caused by the 
new American regulations concerning the 
importation of goods into the United States 
is spreading to the Chamber of Deputies and 
to the newspapers. The merchants com- 
plain that the requirements at the Consulates 
for the legalization of the invoices of goods 
aestinea for the United States are impractic- 
abie. One ortwo delegations from merchants 
and several representatives from various 
Chambers of Commerce have been received 
by M. Roche, Minister of Commerce. Some 
of these protested against the Consular regu- 
lations, while others protested against the 
proposed heavy duties on French products in 
the pending Tariff bill. A few excitable 
people talk about retaliation. 

The Government officials and the artistic 
community have both been startled by the 
news that the Finance Committee of the 
American Senate has stricken out the clause 
in the Tariff bill putting works of art on the 
free list. This matter had been considered 
as almost settled. There is a great outcry 
over the action of the committee. The only 
explanation suggested here is that it may 
have been done on the demand of the Sena- 
tors from the Western States, because 
France still persists in excluding American 
pork from the country. : 

The Marquis de Mores, who was convicted 
a short time ago of inciting to disorder at tne 
time of the May-Day labor demonstration, is 
stil: out of jail, he having been paroled on 
account of the iliness of his wife. He ex- 
pects shortly to begin to serve the sentence 
of three months’ imprisonment imposed upon 
him. He is seen nightly at the opera and 
other places of amusement, 

The number of Americans arriving here is 
greater than at any previous period. There 
seem to be almost as many Americans at the 
principal hotels now as there were during 
the Exposition. American travelers who 
neglected to provide themselves with pass- 
ports still experience considerable annoyance 
when attempting to cross the Frenca fron- 
tier into Alsace-Lorraine. Naturalized Amer- 
igan citizens cannot procure these passports 
unless they have brought their naturaliza- 
tion papers to Europe with them. 

Panama Canal Investigatien. 

The report of the committee appointed to 
investigate the position of the sharehoiders 
and bondholders of the Panama Canai com- 
pany was submitted today in the French 
Chamber of Deputies. It recommended that 
the petitions of the shareholders and bond- 
— be returned to the Ministry of Jus- 

ce. 

M. Delaunay, in the course of the debate 
on the report, urged that more light ought to 
be thrown upon the enterprise, especially Mm 
the interest of small hoiders who had in- 
vested all their savings in the shares of the 
company. 

M. Gauthier declares that the authorities 
could notdecline to interest themselves in 
the question. 

M. Fallieres, Minister of Justice, replied 
that the authorities had never accepted a 
joint responsibility for the enterprise, but 
that the Government had notremained iusen- 
sibie to tne disasters befalling it. 
In a few days the official liquidator would be 
able to report on the present position of at- 
fairs, and when it was established who were 
the responsible parties the Ministry of Jus- 
tice would intervene if necessary. Ia the 
meantime he consented to the return of the 
petitions without in any way pledging the 
responsibility of the Government. 

Mants an Inguiry. 

In the Italian Chamber of Deputies today 
Sig. Honghi asked whether the Govern- 
ment iatended to inguire into the truth of 
the charges of the Washington committee 
against the Italian Minister ang Consuls 
with reference to immigration into the

Chanceilor, Mr. Lawley says: 

„A fortnight ago I was once more the guest of 
Prince Bismarck after a long lapse of years, 
and, for the first time in our acquaintanceship 
of nearly a quarter of a century’s duration 
lsaw him before me dressed with ali the 
careless simplicity that characterizes the at- 
tire of German country gentlemen while re- 
siding on their estates ‘far from the ‘mad- 
ding crowd’. He looks younger than his 
age by a decade at the very least. During 
my stay, matters of u social and political 
nature were touched upon by the Prince 
with a faculty of discrimination for which 
he has so long been famous. When asked 
to give his impressions on the subject of 
Nihilism in Russia, the Prince said: 

„No concessions can be made to the Nihil- 
ists, who are would-be murderers one and all 
—assassins by premeditation if not by deed. 
The only way to deal with them is to 
strengthen and sharpen the law, and to bring 
it to bear upon them with increased strin- 
gency. There can be no question ot yielding 
to these wretches; nothing kindly or con- 
cillatory can be offered to people 
who do not even know what they want 
but are periectly ready at ali times to com- 
mit any sort and num of hideous crimes. 
The Russians don’t know what they want 
hor when to stand out nor when to yield. 
They are extremists in politics and are the 
prey of dogmas or of ideas, as the case may 


be. At present there is nothing for it but to | 


rule them with an iron rod.“ 
Men Are Never Satisfied. 
„ Referring to European labor affairs, the 
Prince remarked: Tell me, did you ever 
know a banker with a million who was con- 
tented, or a scientist, politician, artist, or 
lawyer satisfied with his gains and position? 
I will go further and ask you, . have 
ou ever known a contented man? 
mean among the nah the successful, 
the highly bora or highly placed? How 
then shall the workingman be contented, 
whose life is necessarily one of few pleas- 
ures and many troubles, of frequent priva- 
tion and rare indulgence! The more opera- 
tives get the more they want. I don’t say it 
is not natural, nor that they differ from the 
other men in this. respect; but the fact 
remains. Lou know how enormously, how 
amazingly, their life conditions 
been ameliorated during the last fifty 
years. Have they ever achieved 
contentment for one single day? Let what 
real grievances they still have right them- 
selves by nat processes, as they will 
radually and in due time. Above ail, 
et them continue to improve their position 
without State interference, which can only 
do them more harm than good, besides in- 
flicting irretrievable injury upon numbers of 
owner peopie quite as worthy of consideration 
as artisans. 
eit is said that I first set the example of 
meddling -with workmen’s affairs in Ger- 
many and took the initiative in introducing a 
sort of State Socialism. This is by no means 
correct. What I did was in the direction of 
benevolence, not of interference. I advo- 
cated the making of some provisions for 
workmen enfeebled by old age or in- 
capitated for labor by sickness or 
accident, and some other measures 
of that sort, Capital and 
ought to be the firmest of friends, and would 
be so, no doubt, but that each desires to take 
a little advan ot the other. That, of 
course, is a purely human characteristic, and 
we cannot hope to change the nature of man-

“As to Russia’s prospects, Bismarck said: 
‘We wish well to Russia and she will certainly 
not attack us. The Russian people are as 
peaceably inclined as our own. The evils 
that befell them after and in consequence of 
the last war were so much more cruel and 
terrible than any they had had to endure in 
time of peace that they conceived a horror of 
all military enterprises abroad, and this an- 
tipathy has lasted, pndiminished in force and 
intensity, until the present day. Russia owes 
us no real grudge, and we shail not give her 
the least cause of quarrel. 


„As to the outlook in Bulgaria, I can 
really give no opinion. 


Bulgaria. is of no di- 
rect interest at all to us Germans, and we 
pay litttle attention to her as long as she 
keeps tolerably quiet. The triple alliance 
is strong enough make sure 
that European tranquillity shall not be 
seriously disturbed on her account. 
Thanks to the triple alliance, I am 
enabied to believe, and to openly declare my 
belief, that the peace of Europe is soundi 
guaranteed and that its continuance is we 
assured for along time to come, unless the 
Aimighty should think fit to ordain one of 
those tremendous accidents that defeat all 
foresight and reasonable calculation. 

“* As for England and Germany,’ said Bis- 
marck, emphatically, ‘I regard it as an im- 
possibility that these two countries should 
ever be at war, and as singularly unlikely 
wat they should even quarrel seriously. 
Were that to happen, however, it might lead 
to a continental conflict.“ 


No Prospect of Another War with France. 
“After some desultory talk, having refer- 
ence to times long past, Bismarck spoke of 
France as follows: What is the actual state 
of Germany’s relations with France? you 
ask. Excellent, indeed; all that both 
countries can wish it to be. The 
attitude of the French Government 
is exemplary, the French people are 
sincerely — alike in views and hopes. 
I need not tell you how peaceably disposed 
the Germans are; no one is more anxious for 
peace than his Majesty, the Emperor, whose 
attention is eagerly bent upon home 
upon national consolidation, internal im- 
provements, and the establishment of a cor- 
dial understanding between class and class. 
We Germans want nothing from our neigh- 
bors but fair dealings and civil treatment. 
We fought two terrible wars to achieve our 
unity; we have got it and mean to keep it; 
we ask no more. Ail our armament is 
defensive and precautionary; not a bit of it 
is intended for attack. No idea of u 
or of further frontier extension a

“Prince Bismarck spoke 2 of ‘his 
successor in the Chancellorship, Ca- 
privi, as ‘a fine soldier, a mad of remarkable 
intelligence and varied information—above 
all, a thorough gentleman. I am sure,’ 
continued his Highness, that Caprivi's ap- 
pointment as Chancelior was an absolute sur- 
prise to him, that he accepted it from a lofty 
and loyal sense of duty, and that he is quite

Courrier des Hats Unis: The Italian papers re- 
port the recent arrival at the reilroad sta- 
tion of Baretto, near Reggio, Central Italy, 
of a strange looking personage that was tne 
object of considerable curiosity. He was a 
tailand noble looking old man, with a long 
white beard, who presented to the Mayor a 
feuille de route, signed by Baron Marocchetti, 
the Italian Ambassador at St. Petersburg, in- 
viting thé Italian authorities to take good 
care of the bearer, Michel Linovich of Oren- 
burg. Russia, 

In reality the mysterious old man was an 
Italian named Lino, born at Barletto 105 
years ago, and perhaps the last living relic 
of the Grande Armée of 1812. Belonging to 
a family of r ino formed part of the 
conscription of the Kingdom of Italy in 1805, 
and was enrolled in the Imperial Guarda. 
With his ment he went through the cam- 
1 of 18067 in Prussia, and fought at 

ena and at Friedland. Later on he was 
sent with his battalion to Dalmatia, and 
thence to Spain with the division of Gen.

After 
that he entered Moscow with Napoleon, and 
finaily, in the bioody bat of the 2th of 
October, while fighting under the orders of 
Gen. Pino, he was taken ner, after hay- 
i been severely woun by the Cossacxs 
of Platow. 

Transported with a large convoy of French 

risoners to Orenburg, he was sent with a 

ew of his comrades 10 a distant village, sit- 
uated at the foot of the Caucasus, where, 
although kindly treated by the Russians, he 
had to suffer cruel prwations during ten 
years. at last of such a miserable ex- 
istence, he asked and obtained permission to 
a the Russian army as a private soldier. 

u this 3 he passed through the cam- 
paign of the Caucasus in 1829. At the close 
of the war he obtained as the reward for his 


services a little piece of ground which he 


cultivated. 

When he was 46 years old he married a 
young Polish girl named Nerawska, who 
died in 1855. The three 
had by this woman also aied, 
ing the old soldier alone in the 
world. Then Lino returned to Orenburg, 
where the people Kussianized nis name into 
Linovich. He lived there in comparative 
comfort for many years. Gifted with an ex- 
traordinary energy of mind and body he was 
still strong enough to catch nostalgia. 

When more than 100 years old the old vet- 
eran at last became 88 after seventy- 
eight years of exile. He resolved at all haz- 
ards to return to his native land and there 

the remainder of his eventful career.

A Remarkable Experience. 

The Ream family had a remarkable experi- 
ence, Its house, one of the last ones struck, 
is situated in the woods east of Paw Paw. 
The Reams, husband and wife, are er- 
tremely old people. When the storm 
reached an intense pitch Mrs. was 
up-staics and her husband was below.

It was 
the pit ful cries of the animal that led to the 
discov: ry of Ream aad his wife and the res- 
cue of ne latter. After leaving the Ream 
house the cycione traveled to East Paw Paw. 
It had spent its force, however, and did but 
little damage. 

The most shocking death recorded is that 
of little Robert Okirt. Robert was one of the 
seven who left the school with Mrs. Keliley’s 
hired man. When they reached the door 
Robert, whose home — in a direction op- 
posite to that of the Kelley house, started off 
alone. He was overtaken by the cyclone, 
and after being raised high in the air was 
decapitated: His remains when found were 
so mutilated that it was necessary to gather 
them in a wash-tub. 

One of the curious incidents of the storm 
is the experience of a teamster who was over- 
taken by the storm while near the Blee resi- 
dence near Cottage Hill The driver, whose 
name 1s Henry Fotter, sought shelter at 
Blee’s corn-crib, which stands between the 
residence and barn. The cyclone swept tne 
house and barn into splinters, The family, 
which had sought refuge in the basement, 
escaped. The corn-crib was notin the least 
injured, and Potter and his team received 
nothing worse a big scare.. 

What the Cloud Looked Like. 

John Leischer, the Road Commissioner, 
who brought the news of the disaster at the 
school-house at Pawpaw, had an excellent 
view of the cycione. “I was seated in 
Rudolph’s house watching the — when 
Isaw that awful cloud approach. It was 
coming directly towaras me. It looked like 
a cloud of the dense smoke emitted by a lo- 
comotive. The coils were thick and heavy. 
They rolled into each other, and the speed 
increased. I then noticed a cloud of a sim- 
lar formation coming from the oppo- 
site direcuon. They met in the pasture 
near the school-house, and slowly dropped to 
the ground. with a terrific whirling mouon. 
Then the cloud cleared the earth and the 
school-house had disappeared. I looked close- 
ly and observed it in the clouds, going round 
with great velocity. Then I saw it fall and 
shatter in every direction. When Il became 
assured that | was safe from danger 1 took 
— team and drove rapidly to Pawpaw, 
where I got help, and weecame back to look 
for the bodies.’ 

The mutilated remains of five of the cy- 
clone’s victims were buried this afternoon. 
Ali Pawpaw was in mourning. The whole 
town attended tho burial services, which 
were heldin the two cemeteries near here. 
The other bodies will be buried tomorrow. 
The ceremony, as that of today, will be of 
the simplest character. Coroner Church of 
Amboy held an inquest on the bodies to- 
day. None of tune suffering families is 
in want. The reports sent out from 
here yesterday left the impression 
that Earlville was endangered by the cyclone 
of Saturday. As a matter of fact the storm 
was not severe here, and the path of the cy- 
clone was distant several miles frem this 
place. Dr. Hunt left here for Paw Paw to at- 
tend those who werein need of medical aid 
on account of the storm. 


MANY PERSONS INJURED. 


Names of Those Badly Hurt in the Neigh- 
borhood of Sublette.

water of a depth varying from three to eight 
feet, and able to dive ana stay under for a 
moment. The first essay at Water 
polo in America was made by 
the Sydenham Swimming Club 
of Providence, R. I., in a natatorium 60 feet 
long, 25 feet wide, and 3 to 8 feet in depth. 
in the club are some of the finest swimmers 
in the country, and it has defeated the Boston 
Athletic Association twice in three contests 
at water polo. The natatorium is supplied by 
artesian wells, the water being heated to a 
suitable temperature. Two goals are 
erected, one ateachend of the bath, a foot 
above the water-mark. The goal is merely 
a piece of black cloth, about three feet 
long and two feet deep, fastened 
at the top, but hanging loose at the 
bottom, so that the rubber ball, which is 
about the same size and make as a football, 
may be pushed under it in making the goal. 
There are geuerally six players on each 
side, and the object is to p the bail 
in the opponents ; but it must be 
placed in to count a throwing 
in being counted asa foul. If, at the expira- 
tion of ten minutes, no goal has been made, 
“time” is called. After a rest of five 
minutes the rubber is thrown out 
by the referee, which is the sig 
nal for the players to get ready. Then 
there is an almost simultaneous plunge by 
both teams for the ball. The captain of the 
Sydenhams is the rusher, and Dougiass is 
goal tender; the others distribute themselves 
over the tank. |

SETTLING VIRGINIA’s TROUBLE. 


Work of the Committee Appointed to Ne- 
gotiate with Foreign Bondholders. 

New York, June 21.—[Special.|—From 
1828 to 1860 it was the policy of Virginia to 
subscribe more than three-tifths of the stock 
of corporations organized to build roads 
and other works of internal improve- 
ment in that State and to issue her 
bonds in payment of such subscriptions. The 
interest on such bonds was always promptly 
paid. The outstand bonds aggregated 
upward of $30,000,000 in 1860, and owing to 
the war the interest was wien defauited and 
continued to be defaulted for over 
ten years. The Legislature elected 
in 1871 found the Treasury hopelessly 
bankrupt and a debt amounting to 846,718. 
112, about one-balf of which was for default 
ed interest. A funding bill was passed 
which compounded at 6 per cent the accumu- 
lated interest and attached to the new 
bonds interest coupons which would be 
@ legal-tender for taxes. Virgmia, from 
her diminished revenves, owing to the 
division of her territory and the suffering 
consequent.on the war, could not apply more 
than $700,000 annually to paying the interest 
on her debt, and the Legislature, by passing 
this law, made inevitable a deficiency «of 
$1,100,000 a year, The State again became 
bankrupt. 

Unfortunately for debtor and creditor 
alike a large proportion of these bonds had 
drifted over to Europe, especially to London 
and Amsterdam, Every citizen of Virginia 
recognizes the necessity of restoring the 
State credit, but in view of past 
expectance Virginians have refused to 
consider any roposition looking to 
a modification of the existing laws unless ac- 
companied by an absolute guaranty that if 
acvepted by the State it will be binding upon 
all bondholders. In order to facilitate mat- 
ters and as a means of settling all questions 
in relation to the bonds that might 
cause trouble an advisory committee 
consisting of ex-President Grover 
Cieveland, Edward J. Phelps, ex- 
Minister to Engiand; ex-Secretary of State 
Thomas F. Bayard; George S. Coe, President 
of the American Exchange National Bank; 
and George G. Williams, President of the 
Chemical ‘ National Bank, was appointed 
and consented to serve. For the last 
three weeks the bondholders’ committee 
bas been holding daily meetings and 
bas been in constant communication with 
the foreign bondholders. The committee has 
at last secured the deposit of all the old 
bonds with either the Central Trust com- 
pany of New York or Brown, Shipley & Co. 
of London pending the plan of settlement to 
be submitted to and decided on by the ad- 
visory board. 


CALLS POWDERLY AN INCUBUS, 


President Gompers Says the Master Work- 
man Is a Labor Agent. 

New York, June 21.—[Special. |—General 
Master Workman Powderly’s attack on Presi- 
dent Gompers and the American Federation 
of Labor at the Knights of Labor Cooper 
Union mass-meeting last night is gen- 
erally considered as the forerunner 
two or- 
ganizations that is itkely to result to the dis- 
advantage of both. Conservative men on 
both sides deplore the mg nt and hope 
that the dispute may yet be amicably settied. 
Gompers, however, is up 
in arms, and, if anything, is even more 
aggressive than Mr. Powderly. President 
Gompers was seen at the headquarters of 
the American Federation today. He enu- 
merated a number of instances where the 
officers of the Knights of Labor had filled 
the places of striking cigarmakers, printers, 
and iron and steel workers with “scabs.” 

President Gompers said: I charge the 
officers of the Knights of Labor with being 
cheap and servile labor agents, and that they 
have made the Knights of Labor 
organization the same to the labor 
movement in neral that the Print- 
ers’ Protective Fraternity, which is organ- 
ized to turnish scab labor, is to the Interna- 
tional Ty phical Union. General Master 
Worwxman Powderly insinuates that I am a 
cur anda coward. If he believed that why 
did he make it impossible for me to meet 
him last night, or why does he not 
accept * proposition to meet him in the 
future. I will meet him on or off the plat- 
form in any way that will satisfy his over- 
weening conceit and stamp him once for all 
as a chariatan and an incubus upon the 
labor movement.“

A Commission for the Privateer 
peake by President Davis, 

Datly Emporium, Trenton, N. J.: During 
the civil war times, in 1863,a mau came to 
the railroad hotel in the Fourth Ward kept 
by Dominique Caminade, and made himseif 
acquainted by referring to the fact that he 
knew some of the relatives ot Mr. Caminade 
in Charleston, S. C. He was a very pleas- 
ant and intelligent gentieman, and remained 
at the hotel for a week or more. On going 
away he gave into the keeping of Mr. 
Caminade a quart flask covered with leather, 
and a screw top, and asked him to keep it 
secure for him until he called forit or tele- 
graphed where to bring ittohim. For some 
time Mr. Caminade heard nothing from him, 
when one day he receiveda telegram from 
Baltimore to bring the flask to the Continent- 
al Hotel. Mr, Caminade took it to the Con- 
tinental Hotel at Philadelphia, supposing 
that to be the place, but notseeing the owner 
of the flask brought it back with him. 
Some time after he receiving a letter notify- 
ing him that he had not kept the appoint- 
ment to meet him at the hotel at Baltimore, 
but that it did not then matter about it. 
Some time after Mr. Caminade’s death his 
wife related to those in charge of his affairs 
the history of tne flask, when her brother 
unscrewed thetop and found that it was 
filled wth hquor, and that there was some- 
thing inside covered with leatner. He threw 
the bottle against the ice-house and broke it, 
when there fell out a commander’s commis- 
sion to Thomas Smith for the privateer Ches- 
apeake, partiy printed and partly written on 
parchment, as follows: 

Jefferson Davis, President of the Confed- 
erate States of America—To all who shail 
see these presents, greeting: Know ye that 
by virtue of the power vested in me by law, 
I have commissioned, and do hereby commis- 
sion, have authorized, and do hereby author 
ize, the vessel called the Chesapeake, the ves- 
sel more particularly described in the sched- 
ule herewith annexed, whereof Thomas 
Smith is commander, to act as private and 
armed vessel in the service of the Con- 
federate States on the high seas against the 
United States of America, their ships, ves- 
sels, s, and effects, and those of their citi- 
zens during the pendency of the war now ex- 
isting between the said Confederate States 
and the said United States. This commussion 
is to continue in force until revoked by the 
President of the Confederate States for the 
time being. 

Schedule of description of the vessel: 
Name, Chesapeake; tonnage, sixty tons; ar- 
mament, four guns; number of crew, fifty. 

By the President: JEFFERSON Davis. 

J. P. Benjamin, Secretary of State.

THE FARMERS’ POOL OF BETHESDA, 


An Interesting Discovery of the Aigerine 
Monks in the Ancient City. 

‘Consul Gilman of Jerusalem in a recent 
report says that of the more remarkable dis- 
coveries in the ancient city during the 
year that of the Bethesda is of paramount 
interest and importance. Asis well known, 


} the Birket Israei has in the past been con- 


sidered as the site of the Bethesda, but the 
excavations of the Algerine monks under 
the ruins in the rear of the Crusader Church 
of St. Anne have gradually transferred 
opinion in favor of the latter locality. This 
was strengthened by the discovery of a 
rock-hewn pool containing water beneath 
three successive structures. Subse- 
quent excavauons revealed the re- 
mains of the two tiers of five-arched 
porches, the lower tier being in the pool. 
The intelligent labors of the monks who 
arein charge of the property have been 
further rewarded by the recent discovery 
of another pool containing a good supply of 
water to the westward of that first discov- 
ered, the entire agreeing with the descrip- 
tions of the Betnesdus as given by the 
fathers of the church and Christian pilgrims 
and writers as early as the fourth century. 
The correspondence in number of tne tive 
porches to those mentioned in the Gospel of 
St. John (v. 2) will not escape notice. Steps 
cut in the rock lead down into the water. 
An ancient Christian church in ruins sur- 
mounts the entire. The remains of the upper 
tier of porches extend above the pool at 
rignt angles from the north wali of the crypt 
beneath the church,in which the a at the 
east end, though dilapidated, is stili distinct- 
ly defined. 

Oa clearing away the débris that chokea 
the fifth porch westward of the apse ali 


these discoveries culminated in revealing 


the remains of a painting or fresco upon the 
plaster of the wailin the rear. This discov- 
ery Was made just before Easter,,or about 
April 18 last. Ine frescorepresents an angel 
as if descending into and troubdling toe 
water, which latter is depicted by conven- 
tional zig-zag and wavy lines of an olive 
green, shaded with black, more suggestive 
ot Egyptian hierogiyphics than of modern 
art, and surrounding the figure on every 
side. The right hand of the angel was shown 
as uplifted, but this has been carefully de- 
stroyed, probably by the Moslems after their 
babits in the early days of their power. So 
also the face of the angel, which has been 
battered so as to be completely obliterated. 
The giory or nimbus above the head, painted 
an orange-yellow, still remains, but little 
injured. The eage of the pool appears 
to de indicated by a broad, red line, inclos- 
ing the painting and having an occasional 
rectangular projection into the water, ver- 
haps, representing steps or the piers for the 
porches. On the east of this fifth barelled 
arch (the wail extending at right angles) are 
the remains of another figure, aiso in fresco, 
much défacei, and supposed to represent the 
Savior. Above the head, evidently inten- 
tionally mutilated, is a portion of the nim- 
bus, and in the lower outer corner of the 
painting part of a Dlue robe. 

It 18 to be regretted that these frescoes, 
the colors of which were quite bright when 
first uncovered, have since greatly faded, so 
that the blue is nowaduil, ashy gray. The 
reds and yellows, however, though lowered 
in tone, preserve their hues somewhat bet- 
ter. 

To summarize, these discoveries are as fol- 
lows: First comes the rudbish covering tne 
ruins, and built upon by the more or less 
modern Turkish houses; next beneath is the 
smalichurch, with apse; under this the crypt, 
with five porches, containing the frescoes, 
and, fourth and last, underneath all is the 
pool itself, cut in the solid rock, and with 
five arches of well-preserved masonry. This 
last, from historical and other evidence, I 
have not the slightest doubt, is the verituble 
pool of Bethesda. 


THE HORRORS OF DAHOMEY. 


Shocking Things Dr. Bayol Saw—Fiendish 
Amazons. 

A letter from Paris, giving details of the 
adventures of Dr. Bayol, the Governor of 
Kotonou, who was imprisoned by King of 
Dahomey, appears in the Vossishe e Zeitung 
Dr. Bayol himself was not ill-treated, but 
was forced to witness the most hor- 
rible executions, and was closely 
watched night and day by three of the 
most important chiefs. He was forced to be 
present at the execution of his secretary and 
his interpreter, and was a spectator of the 
sacrifice atone time of eighty-four human 
beings and at another of forty-two. The vic- 
tims were bound, mutilated in a horrible 
manner, and then, still alive, hung up by the 
heels. Then their bodies were opened with 
large round knives and the intestines taken 
out, after which the co were thrown 


combustion chamber under the 


the gases and unburned particles, that make 
the soot and smoke, are carried inst the 
arch and over the intensely hot fire of the 
coke on the center grate.

As to the adaptability of the Ritter fur- 
nace for general use tnere is much more 
doubt. The five feet of extra space re- 
quired in front of the boilers for 
the furnace illy can be spared in many 
cramped furnace- rooms. Its cost of from 
$500 to $600 a boiler, this including the setting, 
will be against its adoption in many smaller 
buildings. The cost-of repair, however, is 
slight, the renewal of the firebrick arch be- 
ing made not oftener than every two years, 
at an expense of some $40. It is claimed that 
the manner of feeding coal through pockets 
instead of the open furnace door is a great 
saving to the boiler, the sudden cooling of 
the iron each time the furnace door is opened 
thus being avoided. 

Objections to It. 

The same objection is made against the 
Ritter as inst the Murphy furnace for use 
in the small buildings and where there is no 
steady call for great power, aud that is 
their inability to burn coal slowly and their 
quickly produce steam in large quantities 
when occasion demands. In the general 
principles of their construction the Murphy 
and the Ritter furnacesare much alike. The 
main difference is that in the Murphy the 
fire is directly under the boiler. Ald. J. 8. 
Duntam, ajstanch advocate of the Murphy 
furnace, who was with a reporter for THe 


Tnisux when the Ritter furnace was in- 


spected, admitted that next to the Murphy 
the Ritter was the best he had seen, and he 
had examined every smoke-preventing device 
he could hearoffor a year past. He believed 
that the Murphy was the most economical in 
fuel, but this the Ritter people denied. A 
square test between the two would be inter- 
esting. 

Whether the heat which was —— to 
the fire brick arch over the fire ultimately 
reached the boiier as fully as though tne 
flame was directly applied was a question 
for an expert to aecide. That most of the 
heat ultimately was utilized in steam-making 
was shown by the comparative coolness of 
the furnace rooms. This was explained to 
be due to tubes opening on the surface of 
the furnace, by which the heated air was 
drawn back into the fire-box. 

The great objecuhon to smoke-preventive 
devices that care must be taken firing is 
largely overcome in the Ritterfurnace. All 
the fireman can do is to throw coalinto the 
pockets, and, unless it clogs, the coal feeds 
itself. The pockets can be filled to the 
top, and the fireman can throw much or 
little on, as he sees fit, without causing 
a smoke. The front door being kept closed 
the heat from the fire does not strike tne 
fireman, and on that account the work is 
much easier than with the old style furnace. 
It was claimed in the Rookery Building that 
one man did the work with comparative ease 
that would have required two with the old 
style furnace. After watching the fireman 
foratime and reckoning the power being 
used the statement seemed reasonable. 


‘Economy in Fuel. 

As for economy in fuel, James V. Burke, 
engineer of the Hame Insurance Building, 
said that he burned tons of coal a month 
in using an average of 170-horse wer 
eighteen hours a day. Engineer Gillespie 
of we Rookery said that he used four 
boilers eighteen hours a day in devel- 
oping 800 to 5 horse po wer. 

is coal bills had been as follows: Janu- 
ary, 390 tons; February, 304 tons; March, 356 
tons; April 281 tons; May. 255 tons. In the 
winter tne building was heated. Mr. Burke 
said not adollar had been expended on the 
boilers in the Home Insurance Builaing since 
3 was put in at the time it was 

uilt. 

But these two buildings are scarcely fair 
tests of a smoke preventive for general use, 
Both have ampie furnace and engine room. 
Both employ thoroughly competent en- 
gineers, who take the best of care of every- 
thing. Both buildings have more boilers 
than are in use, and the best results can be 
obtained from the coal consumed. In 
cramped quarters, with dad  ventila- 
tion, if a cheap engineer were com- 
pelied to force his insufficient boiler ca- 
pacity to the utmost, it is probable the device 
would not show such good results, yet even 
then, as Ald. Dunham remarked, the device 
would doubtless pay for itself in fuel before 
many months. As for smoke, there could be 
none so long as the coal was fed through the 
pockets. line temptation, however, when 
more steam was required, to open the fur- 
nace door and throw in coal directly on the 
center grate wouid be strong, and it is sug- 
gested that a time-lock on the furnace door, 
which allowed it to open but once a day, 
would be just the thing for small buildings 
where incompetent and careless workmen 
are employed. 

The inventor of the furnace is Andrew 
Ritter, with the Link Belt Manufacturing 
company. It was eight years ago when he 
worked out the plans, but a lack of time has 
prevented himfrom pushing his invention 
until others became interested with him some 
months ago.

During the reign of Arungzebe this royal 
retreat was occupied by thé favorites of the 
Mogul Emperors, and the identical alabaster 
bath-tubs and celebrated “ iooking-glass”’ 
bathroom in which they disported are pre- 
served wita wonderful solicitude by the En- 
glish conquerers of India. Overlooking the 
sacred river Jumna graceful marble balconies 
with delicately carved marble screens were 
erected that the inmates might at will enjoy 
the beautiful scene, while in the gardens 
below were miniature lakes and rivers, about 
which now grow roses-and flowers of every 
description. The visitor can now walk at 
will over all this beautiful place. He can 
seat himself in the white marble chair of the 
Mogul Kings; walk through the rooms of the 
zenana, where, in former times, his life 
would not have been worth a sixpence if 
found, or he can seat himself on the marbie 
balconies and watch the slow-moving water 
of the broad Jumna as it lazily flows onward 


toward its meeting place with the Ganges at 


Alahabad. 

In India Delhiis called the Rome of the 
Mogul Empire, but it has not the seven hills 
of the imperial city. Save the ridge running 
east and west outside the Cashmere gate the 
entire country is one vast plain. ‘he city 
has been built and destroyed seven times, 
and the country for miles in every direction 
is occupied by the ruins and remnants of 
palaces and walls that attest to ite former 
grandeur and greatness. Many of these ruins 
cover acres of ground, and from the highest 
minaret of the great Jumna Musjid mosque 
tue eye looks u a scene of ruin and deso- 
lation, the like 6f which it would be hard to 
duplicate anywhere in the world. 

Ruined articles, domes, mosques, and 
tombs are to be seen far anc near, while 
away to the south can be seen the wonderful 
tower called “Kutub Minar.” It is con- 
structed of fluted masonry with tapering 
stories, covered with Arabic inscriptions, 
and is 242 feet high—white marble was used 
in the three upper stories and red sandstone 
in the two lower, It was built by one of the 
Sultans before the advent of the Mogul 
Kings from beyond the Indies, and is sup- 
posed to have n erected as a column of 
victory. The ninety-nine names of Allah“ 
are inscribed in the marble ot the Minar, and 
itis the most conspicuous monument in all 
ow age ruins that cover the plain of ancient 

elhi.

It Is Estimated at 1,627,227 —The Growth 
in Twenty Years. 

New York, June 91.—[Special.}—1,627,227, 
At these figures Supervisor Murray appro x- 
imately fixes the resident population of 
New York City, forty incompleted dis- 
tricts out of 900 being estimated 
by allowing them the average 
rate of increase. The total will be disap- 
pointing to most New-Yorkers. It falls be- 
low the estimate of the Board of Health by 
200,000, vet it exceeds by 100,000 tne esti- 
mate made by Supervisor Murray in March 
last. Here are statistics of the cit — 
in twenty years: Population in 180 
population in 1880, 1,206,290; percentage of 72 
crease from 1870 to 1880, 28; percentage of 
increase from 1880 to 1890, 35. 

It will thus be séen wat in spite of all 
drawbacks the metropolis has grown more 
rapidly in population during the last decade 
than during the preceding one. It is eati- 
mated that the city’s population is swelled to 
two millions daily b — advent of persons 
who do business but who reside in 
Brooklyn, New 2 1232 County, 
and Connecticut. 


Cinoinnati’s Population About 300,000, 

C IN GIN NAT, O., June 21.— The census re- 
turns for Cincinnati and Hamilton County 
are still far from complete, one ward in Cin- 
cinnati being finished. The indications from 
these incomplete figures are that the popuia- 
tion of Cincinnati is about 800,000, and that 
of Hamilton County about 400,000. The re- 
turns in their present state, however, fur- 
nish a very unreliable source of information.

Some of the Gorgeous Churches and Pal- 
aces of St. Petersburg. 

Russian Letter in the Boston Herald: The 
true splendor and magnificence of Russian 
architecture must be sought for in the inte- 
riors. This I discovered @ little later while 
dining with a young officer of the Imperial 
Guard, whose dining-room: may be taken as

A BIG WOODEN sTKAMER PUT AFLOAT 
AT MOUNT CLEMENS. 


Owned tn Detroit and Named the Byron 
Whitaker—Cleveland Vessel- Owners Ad- 
vance the Wages of Men on Vessels and 
Consertse—A Coillisien Damage Bill at 
Milwaukee Paid by the Union Line— 
General Marine News. 

Mount CLEMENS, Mich., June 21,—The largest 
steamer ever built on Clinton River was launched 
from the yard of William Dulac today. The 
boat was built for B. Whitaker & Son of Detroit 


and named the Byron Whitaker. It is as strong- 
ly constructed as wood and steel can make a 


‘vessel. The dimensions are 286 feet over ail; 


keel, 228 feet; beam 88 feet; molded depth. 21 
feet. It is double-decked, with six hatches, and 
is estimated to carry 1,800 gross tons.

How the Death vf aa Englishman's Fami- 
ly Was Foretold in India. 

Philadelphia Jnguirer: * Mass, the 
traveler, tells this story: } 

It was about.5 o’clock in the evening, and 
Col. Yeager and I sat on the veranda of the 
Vicullah Hotel m Bombay, and on thé edge 
of the native city, which is called Vicullah, 
and not Bombay. The Colonel is dead and 
all thas he once owned and loved is gone. 

o was expecting his wife and daughter, 
who had been out to Engiand ona year’s 
visit, and the vessel was to arrive at 
Calcutta next day, while we were going to 
get the bungalow ready to receive them. The 


Colonel was in the best of spirits. He joked 


and laughed and teld old stories of love and 
war; how he nearly captured and mur- 
dered by the owned Nana-Saia at Com- 
pore; of his vast poppy piantations and the 
revenue be derived from the opium he dis- 
tilled every year. Finally we started to walk 


‘to where we had our horses stabied, and 


then for a canter over the beautiful roads to 
the bungalow fifteen miles away. We had to 

through Vicullah to reach our destination.

Your planta- 
tions will be devastated; your craven heart 
will wither within you. ou will die.’ 

“The fakir’s words were prophetic. I felt 
it then, and 1 also think the Colonel did. We 
reached the bungalow and we were soon in 
bed. How slept that night I don’t know. 
The words ‘Englishman, beware’ were 
continuously raging in my ear. 
Next morning I went into the breakfast 
room, and I shudder when I think of it. The 
Colonel was there walking up and down, 
with a telegram in his hand, his face drawn, 
and he looking twenty years older than he 
did the night before. ith tears in his eyes 
he handed me this message: ‘Steamship 
Fiago went ashore at the mouth of the 
Hoogaly. Your wife and cuild drowned.’ I 
have never seen the Colonel since, but I have 
watched his career.

A Mysterious Crime Near Hutsonvilte, 
Crawford County, III.

THE PATRONS ARB A POWER, 


Farmers of Michigan Will Piay an Impor- 
tant Part in Politics. 

LANSING, Mich., June 21.—|Special.]— The 
Patrous of industry, the new farmers’ organ- 
ization which now hasa membership of near- 
ly 180,000 in Michigan alone, is being slowly, 
but surely and irresistibly, drawn into poli- 
tics. Organized at first for commercial and 
protective purposes its members are now be- 
ginning to realize that their vast organiza- 
tion can control the political destinies 
of the State if a united front is 
presented. For months the more radical 
element in the order has sought to launch 
the organization on some one of the political 
currents now flowing toterably swiftiy in 
Michigan. The demand that it should be 
decided once for all whether the order is. to 
take a stand in practical politics bas become 
so urgent that the Executive Board has decid- 
ed to issue a call fora State conference of the 
order to be heid in Lansing the last week in 
July. As it is impossible that all tne 2,000 
local associations in the State should have del- 
egates, the board has decided that each count 
shail be allowed one representative for eac 
1,000, as at this conference it will be decided 
whether the patrons shall branch out as an 
independ@nt party or force recognition from 
the old parties by agreeing to support only 
such nominees as will indorse Patrons of Iu- 
dustry principles and pledge themselves to 
aid the order in its desired legislation. Itis 
likely that the latter course will be decided 
upon, although it is alleged that A. S. Part- 
ridge of Flushing, Grand President of the 
order in Michigan, yearns to be nominated 
as a straight Patrons of Industry 
candidate for Governor ana will en- 
deavor to cajole the patrons 
into putting up a State ticket. If left to them- 
selves the patrons would be about equally 
divided in the support of James M. Turner 
and E. B. Winans, both of whom are farmers 
and are the leading candidates for Guber- 
natorial honors on the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic tickets respectively. The fight at the 
8 State conference to gain control of 
the order will be the most picturesque feat- 
ure in Michigan politics this summer. The 
man who can swing this organization is 
pretty certain of being elected.

The British Channel Tunnel. 

M. Bunau Varilla, a Paris engineer, claims to 
have discovered the best means of communica- 
tion between England and the Continent. He 
proposes a pier er vieduct half a mile in length 
on each side of the Channel. These piers are to 
be connected by a tunnel with continuous rails, 
the descent from the bridge to the tunnel being 
effected ina tube by the Fell. Otis, Hydoux, or 
any otuer system serving for steep or verticle in- 
clines. The distance from the extremity of the 
pier to the mouth of the tunnel will be only 
eighty or a hundred yards. It is estimated not 
to costmore than the tunnel. It will not ob- 
struct the navigation or create any international 
difficulty, for the pillars of the pier are to be 500 
17 apart, with a height ef 50 yards, and will 

no obstacle to navigation. The scheme can 
be carried out in six years. It meets strategic 
difficulties, the London Tunes“ correspondent 
points out, forthe tunnel terminates out at sea 
on both sides, and if the connection between 
pier and tunnel is interrupted the train cannot 
ascend or descend, for when the tube is des- 
troyed the tunnel is submerged. Thus at the 
slightest warlike movement each Power would 
be obliged , for iteown security and to avoid 
ruinous dangers, to give up the use of what may 
be called the mixed passage.— Pall Mali Gazette.

JUSTICE HARLAN ON NEWSPAPERS, 


Be Thinks It a Good Thing For the Coun- 
try That the Frese Is Not Muszied. 
MapisoNn, Wis., June 21.—[Special. |—Jutice 
Harlan of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in a lecture before the University of 
Wisconsin Law College on constitutional 
law, gave the following pleasant compliment 


to the press of the country: 

“Nor shall Congress make any laws abridging. 
the freedom of the press. This is avery wise 
provision. There are some men, stung to the 
quick by what they see in the newspapers, Who 
would favor a law that would place the press of 
the country under a censorship, Much may be 
said against the manner in which news- 
papers are often conducted, but I do not 
think that I overstate their value when I say 
that we depend very largely for our real protec- 
tion in this country upon jhe vigilance of the 
press. While they go beyond bounds often, it is 
almost impossible in this coufitry, as long as the 
press is not muzzled, for corruption to hold sway 
for any great length of time. There are those 
who think that everything is going to pieces, that 
the Nation is becoming as corrupt as ali the na- 
tions of the earth, and they affect to think so be- 
cause they see so many things in the newspapers. 

I want, however, to express the conviction 
that we are u good deal better off than we were 
hifty years ago. Not that I remember myself, 
but, judging from what I have lreard, we are not 
getting worse, we are getting better. The stand- 
ard of public morality and virtue is higher than 
it was twenty-five years ago. Our public men, 
whatever may be said to the contrary, in the 
Congress of the United States are, in their 
moral character, a higher grade of men 
than were there twenty-five or fifty years 

There are less vices among em. 
Old men who remember back what existed in 
Washington thirty or forty years all say 
that. ow, I believe that a vast deal of this is 
due to the fact that the public press of this 
country is every day and every hour of our ex- 
istence turning its lhght into the dark places, 
and ferreting out corruptions in their birth, and 
bringing before the people of this country that 
which they ought to know, and therefore be- 
lieve in this provision of the bill of rights.

“pany very sbortly aut of the mails,” The 
anti-lottery people ip Louisiana also have 
‘asked Congress for legislanon which will 
prevent the carrying of lottery funds 
by express. It the billa now in the 
hands of the Committee on Poat-Offices 
and the additonal legisiation implored 
by the honest people of Lovisiana could be 
passea the Lovisiana Lottery company not 
only would be driven out of the mails but 
out of the business before long. But un- 
fortunately the legisiation is not passed, and 
there does not appear to be any way of get 
ting the bills out of tne hands of the com- 
mittee, And yet it knows that whe Federal 
Government is the only body whieh the lot- 
tery gamblers fear. 


Tun April earnings of 128 railroads in the 
United States show an average gain of 14,81 
per cent in net earnings as com with 
the same month last year, and those of 126 
lines increased 11,42 per cent net for the frat 
four months of thie year over the corre 
sponding figures for the same montasin 1880. 
A New York publication says the net eprn- 
ings of the Granger group of roads for April 
were 5 rer cent less than in 1889, but the 
cemparison can be made a disadvantageous 
one only by subtracting large sums ex- 
pended in betterments.“ The groas 
earpings of the Grangers appear 
to have increased more than 9 per 
cent, that group being among the most 
prosperous, This fact may be considered in 
connection with the finding of the Inéer-State 
Commerce Commission that some transporta- 
tion charges in the West are excessive and 
require to be modified in the interest of ship- 
pers. The claim that the smaller volume of 
business done by Western lines justified 
them in exacting much higher rates ver mile 
than weuld pay fairly over Bastern roads 
evidently has lost much of its validity, At 
least some ot them have ceased to be entitled 
to rank among the infant industries“ which 
demand a special measure of protection to 
enable mem to live. 


CONSOLIDATION OF cITY AND COUNTY. 

Commissioner Senne recently effered in the 
County Board some resolutions proposing 
what he called “reforms,” One of them rec 
ommended the consolidation of the city and 
the county. This has been proposed often, 
It has vaught the fancy of many whe think 
that under all circumstances consolidation 
means economy and efficiency. 

What would this consolidation bef I+ 
would not be using merely oue name instead 
at two. It would be the union of two forms 
of government. The city is ruled now by a 
Council and a Mayor; the county by a Board 
of Commissioners, Kaon of these bodies ex- 
ercises certain legislative functions so differ- 
ent in their nature that they cannot be 


blended well, But suppose the experiment 
Wers tried, 


The city-county, following the precedents 
set elsewhere, would be governed then by an 
upper and a lower body, one being a sort of 
continuation of the old board, the ower of 
the Council, Above them would be the 
Mayor, with powers greater than those he 
now enjoys. 
local Legislature would have te do necessarily 
about wwice the work its predecessor did. 
The lower branch would have to look after 
hospitals, poorhouses, insane asylums, out- 
door relief, country roads and bridges, as 
well as the city affairs it used to handle. The 
upper house would be called on to help legis- 
late about dirty alleya and the smoke nui- 
sance and a thousand and one city matters, 

There would be continual disagreements 
between the two bodies in policies and about 
ordinances. As is the case with dual cham- 
bers, there would have to be gommittees 
of conference to reconcile the views ef the 

two Houses, and contests on sccepting the 
compromises, ang they would take up about 
as much time as was used originally in pass- 
ing the bills. Thus it will be seen thas the 
length of time devoted to legislation would 
be increased immengely for each House, Ev- 
ery city or county matter now acted on by 
one board would have to be passed on then 
by two, to say nothing of the conference 
committees on disagreements and wrangles. 
At present one night meeting a week suffices 
for the ordinary business of the Council, and 
the Couaty Board needs no more, Responsi- 
ble, capable men, therefore, can spare time 
to fill those positions without their business 
being interfered with seriously, If they had 
te hold perpetual sessions they would with- 
draw from the public service in favor of 
those whe had no business of their own, and 
who were prpfessional Aldermen end Coun- 
cilmen—in otner words, boodiers who would 
devote their whole ume to the business for 
what there was in it. 

This consolidation of legislative functions, 
therefore, would prevent efficient govern- 
ment. Worse than that, it would do incal- 
culable mischief. 
the strang point of the American system. I; 
is not what this country points te with pride, 
American city governments of great cities 
have been the worst where the power of the 
local Legislature has been the greatest and 
most uncontrolied. Bad as the state of 
things has been in this city and couaty some- 
times, it would have been far worse but for 
this division of responsibilities between the 
City Council and the County Board. While 
they were disusited the decent citizens have 
been able to Stack them separately and 
send Aldermen to jail and Commissioners to 
the penitentiary. Had Wey been consolidated 
they would have defied the taxpayers. 

Suppose everything wus in the hands of 
one legislative body. Suppose that to the 
wide powers the Council already possesses | 

were added the drawing of grand ana petit | 
jurors, the practical control of the State’s- 
Attorney’s office, and the supervision of the 
Sheriff's. How long wouid it be before the 
Judges were gt the feet of the Aldermen and 
became as subservient and corrupt as thev 
have been in New York? 
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aie have powers enough. At present 


some Aldermen make money by selling fran- | 


one, and County Commiasioners when 
they “boodle” by corrupt contracts and 
profligate administration. Is it wise to con- 
solidate these two methods of plunder and 
double the temptations and opportunities 

The first result of the great increase of 
labor of the consolidated Legislature would 
be an increase of expenses, Aldermen would 
want to be paid big salaries, since all their 
time was ecoupied, The clerks and other 
employés would say their duties were heavier 
aud they must have more money. They 
would get it and new places would be made. 
Every employé would have an assistant and 
every assistant a helper, It would be New 
York over again. In apite of these big wages 
and new offices the work would not be done 
and the State Legisiature would be implered 
to come te the relief of the plundered com- 
munity. The powers of the local Legislature 
would be trimmed down by the erea tion of a 
batch of costly boards, There would be a 
board for everything. That aystem has its 
eviis and mne Legislature would be petitioned 
to abolish some of the boards and asked then 
to redstablish them, It would be the New 
York experience over again. 

To make the city coextensive with the 
present county it is proposed to cut off two- 
thirds of the towne and erect them into two 
little counties, If thus the county is trimmed 
dewn the towns which are thrown outin the 
cold are hurt financially and a limit is set to 
the future growth of the city, Serious as 
these objections are, however, they weigh 
but little beside the chief one, which is, that 
it would be a great blunder te canecentrate in 
one body the multitudinous and irreconcilable 
legislative powers pow exercised over city 
and county by two bodies. It would be break- 
ing down the last barrier that keeps back 
the corruptioniste from eating up we tax- 
pay ers.

A city paper last week attempted te take 
the sense of the people of Chicago as te the 
Fair site by calling on ita readers to state 
whether they preferred the Lake-Front, 
Jackson Park, the West Side, or the North 
Side, After throwing out all ballots which 
looked suspicious the total yote cast, it saya, 
foeted up 20,820, 

There were cast for Jackson Park, 11 is al- 
leged, 14,206 votes; for the West Bide, 4,040 
for the Lake-Front, 1,552; and for the Lake 
View site, 422. The vote in detail is reported

CON ORESSMAN MASON BRENOMINATED. 

Congressman W. E. Mason was renomi- 
nated for a third term yesterday by the Re- 
publican cenyention of the Third District, 
receiving 118 out of 117 votes on the first 
baliot, The alight epposition served but to 
emphasise the popularity et the nominee. 
The indopsement thus given is deserved. 
While Mr, Mason's course has not been wise 
invariably he has sought te do honestly and 
energetically what he believed te be right. 
The reputation he made as an effective 
speaker during the first and second terms 
has been maintained and increased, He is 
sought eagerly as a platform orater in all 
sections ef the country where Republicans 
have a majority to overcome or a small ma- 
jority to maintain, and he always is ready to 
respond promptly to the call of party duty. 

Mr. Mason's duty this tau will be in this 
State and county, and largely in bis own dis- 
trict, He pledges himself te ita perform- 
anee, From the convention platform yea- 
terday he extended a challenge to whamsoever 
the Democrats may choose to nominate against 
him. He will meet any of wem in joint de- 
bate on the issyes ef the day, whether it be 
Carter Harrison, or the ultra free-trader 
Boyesen, or the millionaire doctrinaire 
Freshwaters. If the challenge is accepted 
the campaign in the Third District will be 
lively, and it may be predicted that Billy 
Mason will not have the worst of the debate 
in the opinion of the crowds who may listen 
to the contest, 
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CITY SCHOOL REORGANIZATION. 

Owing te circumstances which the more 
active and intelligent members of the Board 
of Education cannot control the plan of city 
school government adopted last Wednesday 
evening is not ag satisfactory or as thorough 
as it ought to be. Too many bosses under 
various names are connected with the School 
Department, All the “special teachers” are 
retained to superintend the “fads.” The 
numerous departments“ or “ bureaus” are 
retained, but an attempt is made to classify 
them under two heads—educational and 
business. This ig done rather clumsily on 
account of the jealousy of the bureau 


bosses of what they are pleased te regard 


as their “ rights,’’ 

Yet much good no doubt will result fro 
the plan of reorganization, such as it is, if 
properly interpreted and if the heads of the 
educational and business departments are 
strong enough and zealous enough to enfarce 
their authority, The petty village “ superin- 
tendencies"? are wiped out. The small 
Schools are to be brought inte harmony witn 
the complete system without adding to the 
number of ‘officers and indeed at a considera- 
ble saving to the city. A uniform system of 


diseipline and a uniform course of study will 


prevail throughout the whole system, There 
is much in all this, | 
It the head of the business department of 


the schools will exercise the authority vested | 


in him by the new pian as impartially and 
effectively as Mr. Howland exercises his 
authority in tue educational department (save 
where tue fads are concerned) there will not 
be much reason for complaint. 

It is to be urged yet wat there are too many 
superintendents and supervisors. This crit- 
icism, however, hardly applies to the persons 
known as assistant superigtendents. There 


ere 212 schools and nearly 9,000 teachers in

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do not try to abate the nuisance or are pow- 
erless to do so. The Health Commissioner is 
bewilderea and impotent, That a capable 
officer in his place could keep the alleys clean 
is certain.

It is neterious that there is hardly one of 
the scavenger contractors who lives up to his 
agreement.

It is netori- 
ous that many of the latter st and in” with 
the contractors, or that the Aldermen re- 
sponsible for their appoiatment de ap, The 
contractors under the circumstances can do 
as they please. They please to do little or 
nothing save to draw ment. from the eit 
which they do not earn. 

It should be remembered that the city au- 
thorities have full power and ample oppor- 
tunity to enforce the terms of their agree- 
ments against the delinquent contractors or 
to see that the work is welldone, The con- 
tract provides as follows: 


In case of the neglect or refusal . ae con- 
tractor to remove daily all ashes, g and 
rubbish as herein specified it shall ‘te th uty of 
the Commissioner of Health to cause — same to 
be removed at the expense of the contractor, and 
the cost. and expense of such removal shall be

Dr. Wickersham ia sot ignorant of ‘his 
powers in this respect. At the commence- 
ment of the season he enforced the terms of 
the contract by resorting to the method sug- 
geated, Again, when Ald. Summerfield's res- 
olution was adopted by the Council ne pro- 
ceeded under the provision quoted. Why 
does he not proceed under it now! What is 
the cause of the official paralysis in his de- 
partment? And what has become of Ald. 
Summerfield’s committee appointed te in- 
vestigate the subject? Has it ever met! 
Has it ever investigated? When will it meet 
to investigate? 

In we interest ef the public denne the 
contracts for cleansing the city alleys should 
be enforced. They should be enforced in the 
interest of official integrity also. The Coun- 
cil has appropriated $40,000 more than act- 
vally is needed for keeping the alleyways 
thoroughly clean. The fact that they are 
not kept clean and that the publie health is 
ya danger ig the fault ef the City Adminis 
trauon.

The Chicago statue te Gen. al will be 
the first to be dedicated. New York allowed 
that privilege to slip by and to go to Chicago, 
which is better entitled to it. For this is the 
chief city of the State of which Grant was a 
citigen, and from which he went forth te the 
war. After the war a convention meeting in 
this city made him a eandidate for the Presi- 
dency. There can be no feeling, therefore, 
that Chicago is usurping honore whieh are 
not ite due, and the loyal men of all parta of 
the country will come here gladly te do honor 
to the Old Commander, If men can travel 
the hot streets of Richmond on account of 
Gen, Lee there must be tens of thousands of 
men who will be glad te enjoy the delightful 
climate of this city during the pleasantest of 
all the fall months and to draw vigor and re- 
freshment from the coohng breezes of the 
lake and at the same time show their affec- 
tion for Gen, Grant. 

Why cannot the militia of Ulineis and 
other Stateg be present at the unveiling? 
Why cannot the President. ef the United 
States be here to show respect for the mem- 
ory of the General under whom he served?

It gives its dev- 
etees fresh strength and courage end 
health for their work when they return, and 
it can be so managed in these days that its 
expense is little burden. Chicagoans go be- 
cause they want a change, and it helps to 
make more room for the crowds who come 
here, seeking the rest and pleasure which 
always are to be found in the great place of 
summer resort, while those who go away 
come back with the pleasant compensation of 
finding that after all there is no place like

xix. 8 fol.), that he who is single should 
remain unmarried and continue to live 
chastely (Matt. xix., 10-12), and that both the 
one and the other in their yearning and 
striving for perfect chastity are guilty of 
sin if they look on woman as an object of 
pleasure (Matt. v., 28-29). 

Christ prociaimed this; the history of the 
human race bears witness to its truth. ana 
the conscience and reason of every individ- 
ual man confirm it. His story unfolds to 
our gaze the spectacle of humanity moving 
unceasingly and irrevocably forward from 
the gray dawn of haif-forgotten ages to our 
own times, and progressing from polygamy 
and volvandry to monogamy; from monog- 
amy characterized by incontinence to conti- 
nencein wedlock. Our conscience confirms 
this by invariably condemning incontinence 
in ourselves and others and always com- 
mendip® chastity and setting a higher moral 
value on those men whose lives were charac- 
terized by that virtue. 

The same truth is confirmed by our reason, 
which tells us that the only solution not re- 
pugnant to the sentiment of humanity of the 
problem of overpopulation is afforded by the 
systematic striving after chastity, which, 
though distasteful to animals, is natural to 
man. 7 . 

It is a most extraordinary thing when you 
come to think of it; Malthusian theories can 
be broached and pronagated; prostitution 
may be fostered and thrive (I cannot call by 
any other name such unions of the sexes as 
have not the birth of children for their 
object and justification); millions of 
children may be allowed ta die every 
year of hunger and want; millions 
upon millions of human beings may be 
butchered in war; the State may strain every 
nerve to increase and perfect the means of 
killing the people, and look upon this as the 
main aim and object of its existence; all these 
things may be done under our eyes without 
striking us as in any way dangerous to hu- 
manity, but let some one hint at the necessi- 
ty.of our curbing our passions and immedi- 
ately the cry is raised that the human race 
is in danger. 

Keep in View the Ultimate Good. 


When a person asks you his way to a place 
there are two methodsof directing him. You 
may either point toa distant tree anc tell bim 
to make straight for that, thence on to the 
village, and from the village along the river

a tithe of your goods to the poor; commit not 
adultery; make the sign of the cross; re- 
ceive the sacrament of the communion,”’ etc., 
etc. Such are the tormal precepts of Brah- 
minism, Buddhism, Israelltism, Mohamme- 
danism, and the ecclesiasticism called Chris- 


tianity. 


Love God with all thy heart, ali thy soul, 
and love thy neighbor as thyself.“ As ye 
would that. man should do to you, do ye also 
to them like wise!“ Love your enemy.“ Such 
is Christ’s doctrine. He gives no definitions 
of acts; he only points to that imperishable 
ideal whict every man finds in his own heart 
the moment it is revealed to him. For him 
who professes the formal doctrine the scrupu- 
lous fulüllment of the law is attainment of 
perfection and puts a stop to all further 
aspirations: thus the Pharisee gives God 
thanks that he has fulfilled the law, 
the rich young man is 
because he, too, has obeyed it. And it 
is impossi bie that they should think or feel 
differently, for, having reached their actual 
level, there is no other height visible toward 
which they might wend their way; whereas, 
for him who professes Christ’s doctrine, the 
ascent of one summit is but afresh incite- 
ment to climb to one still higher whence au- 
other pinnacle is seen in the distance, and 
so on without end. The Christian always in 
the position of the publican, ever painfully 
conscious of his own shortcomings, ever 
eager to advance as he looks at the 
long stretch of round before him that lies 
The man who 
follows the outward formal law may be 
aptly hkened to one standing in the light of 
a lantern attached to an immovable post. 
He cannot see to go further than where he 
stands. On the other hand, he who hearkens 
to the promptings of his inner conscience is 
as one who carries a lantern before him on 
a long pole; the rays are always dispelling 
the darkness in advance of him; ever light- 


trug him forwards, ever leading him on to 


new spheres. 
High Ideals. 


Chastity and celibacy, it is urged, cannot 
constitute the ideal of humanity, because 
chastity would annihilate the race which 
strove to realize it, and humanity cannot set 
up as its ideal its own annihilation. It may 
be pointed out in reply that only that is a 
true ideal which, being unattainable, admits 


of infinite gradation in degrees ot proximity. 


Such is the Christian ideal of the founding 
of God’s kingdom, the union of all living 
creatures by the bonds of love. The concep- 
tion of its attainment is incompatible with 
the conception of the movement of life. 
What kind of life could subsist if all living 
creatures were joined together by the bonds 
of love? None. Our conception of life is in- 
separately bound up with the conception of 
nt era striving after an unattainable 
idea 

But even if we suppose the Christian ideal 
of perfect chastity realized, what tren? We 
should merely find ourselves face to face, on 
the one hand, with the familiar teaching of 


religion, one of whose dogmas is that the 


world will have an end, and on the other of 
so-called science, which informs us that the 
sun is gradually losing its heat, the result of 
which will be in ume the extinction of the 
human race, 

Christ the Guide, 


It the lives of us Christians are character- 
ized by such afrightfui contradiction between 
our consciences and reality it is because we 
fail to understand the doctrines of Christ, 
which point to an unattainabie, imperishable 
ideal; and in consequence allow eccle 
siastical prescriptions, wrongly called 
Christian, to ve substituted for the 
Christian ideal. This bas been 
done in the matter of divine service of apos- 
tieship, of power, and of much else. The 
same thing has been done in respect of mar- 
riage. Christ not only never instituted mar- 
riage, but if we search for formal precept on 
the subject we find that he rather disap- 
proved it than otherwise. (Aud every one 
mat hath forsaken houses, or brethren, or 
sisters, or father, or mother, or wife, or 
children, or lands for my name’s sake, shall 
receive an hundredfoid and shail inherit 
everlasting life.“ — Matt. xix., 29; Mark X., 


29-30; Luke xvii., 20-30.) He only impressed 


upon marr and unmarried alike the 
necessity of striving after perfectio., which 
includes chastity in marriage and out of it. 

The churches, however, by endeavoring, 
contrary to Christ's teaching, to establish 
m as a Christian institution— that is 
to say, to lay down certain external condi- 
tions which would render carnal love sinless 
und perfectly lawtul—failed to create a solid 
instituwon and yet deprived the people of 
the guiding ideal set up by Carist. Tue up 
shot of this ill-advised effort was that people 
ore receiving the new;

A Side Light on Russian Morals. 

It is only over a very insignificant 

fraction of the unions which they contract 
the men and women of our society have 

a ceremony performed by the — to which 
they give the name of sacramental marriage; 
they then live on in unbridled protligacy, in 
polygamy and polyandry, acknowledging no 
restrictions’ in their relations, and giving 
themselves up to vice in the belief that they 
are practicing the monogamy uney profess. - 

Now there is not and cannot be such an in- 
stitution as Christian marriage, just as there 
cannot be such a thing as Curistian liturgy 
(Matt. vi., 5-12; Jonn iv., 21); nor Christian 
teachers nor church fathers( Matt. xxlii., 8-10); 
nor Christian armies, Christian lew-courts,nor 
Christian States. Tbis is what was always 
taught and believed by true Christians of 
the first and following centuries. A Chris- 
tian’s ideal is not marriage, but love for God 
and for his neighbor; consequently in the 
eves of a Christian sexual reiations in mar- 
riage not only do not constitute a lawful 
right and happy state, as cur society 
and our churches maintain, but, of 
the contrary, are always a fall, 
a weakness, a sin. Such a thing’ as Chris- 
tian marriage never was and never could be. 
Christ did not marry; nor did be establish 
marriage; neither did his disciples marry. 
But a Christian (and by this term I under- 
stand not those who call themselves Chris- 
tians merely because they were baptized and 
still receive the sacrament once a year, but 
those whose lives are shaped and regulated 
by the teachings of Christ)—a Christian, I 
say, cannot view ordinary wedlock other- 
wise than asa deviation from the doctrine 
of Christ—as a sin. This is clearly laid down 
in Matt. v., W., and the ceremony called 


Christian marriage does not alter its char- 


acter one jot. A Christian will never, there- 
— desire marriage, but will always avoid 
d. 

How About Marriage? 

If the light of truth dawns upon a Christian 
when he is already married he has no other 
alternative than to abide with his wife (and 
the wife with the husband, if it is she who 
is a Christian) and to aspire together with 
her to free themselves of their sin, to strive 
after chastity as perfect as is possibie by 
substituting purely fraternal relations for 
those of the flesh. Thisis the Christian view 
of marriage, and there cannot be any other 
for a man who honestly endeavors to shape 
his life in accordance with the teaching of 
Christ. 

The Kreutzer Sonata. 

To very many persons the thoughts I have 
uttered here and in The Kreutzer Sonata 
will seem strange, vague, even contradictory. 
They certainly do contradict, not each other, 
but the whole tenor of our lives, and invol- 
untarily a doubt arises: On which side is 
truth—on the side of the thoughts which 
seem true and well founded, or on the side 
of tne lives of others and myself?“ I, too, 
was weighed down by that same doubt when 
writing The Kreutzer Sonata.“ I had not 
the faintest presentiment that the train of 
thought I had started would lead me whither 
it dia. | was terrified by my own oonciusions 
and was at first disposed to reject it, but it 
was impossibie not to hearken to the voice 
of my reason and my conscience. And so, 
strange though they may appear to many, 
opposed, as they undoubtedly are, to the 
trend and tenor of our lives, and incompati- 
bie though they may prove with what I have 
heretotore thought and uttered, 1 have no 
choice but to accept them. 

„But man is weak,“ people will object; 
„nis task should be regulated by his strength.’ 

This is tantamount to saying My hand 1s 
weak. [cannot draw a straight line—that 
is, a line which will be the shortest line be-

Story of the Discovery by Russia and Pur- 
chase by America of the Seal islands 
of Bohring Sea—The Great Property 
Which Secretary Blaise Proposes to 
Protect — Lord Salisbury’s Threat to 
Send Warships After the American 
Cruisers — Statistics About Sealskins.

These islands were discovered more than a 
century ago by Gehrman Prioylov, a Russian 
skipper, who, having heard among the 
Aleuts a legendary story of their existence, 
spent three years in searching for them, and 
at last, in June, 1786, heard the music of the 


seal rookeries on St. George. This name, | 


which tue island bears today, was thai 
of his sloop. He was long im finding the 
island because of the fogs, which are caused 
by the warm currents of the Pacific moving 
northward. The existence of St. Paul was 
not suspected until an exceptionally clear 
day revealed its outlines to the sailors on St. 
George. There were the breeding grounds 
of tne great herds of fur seal which annually 
passed and repassed the Aleutian Islands. 
The Russians peopled St. George and St. 
Paul with Aleuts whom they brought. from 
the Aleutian Islands, and whom they treated 
as serfs. lucy were squalid and ignorant, 
the women doing all the severe work, as is 


the custom among our own Indians. They 


adopted the Greek religion of the Russians 
to which they cling to this day. It some 
what ameliorated their condition; but they 
were ina pitiable condition until they came 
under the protection of the American Gov- 
ernment, 

Winter beginslin this region about the mid- 
dle or end of October, when the cold winds 
from the north carry off the fog. By the end 
of January broken ice lodges on tue coast, 
stilling tne surf and shutting out the world. 
This lasts until the beginning of April, the 
coid being intense for six months. The 
winds are violent and constant.

The Aleuts, as the natives are called, are 
of unknown origin. They are thought to be 
a link between the Japanese and the Es- 
kimo. At present the people are a mixture 
of Aleut, Russian, Kolosh, and Kamtschadale

of firewood, and all the salt and barrels nec- 
essary; also to keep a school on each island 
for eight months of the year. Furthermore, 
the maximum number of skins to be taken 

early was 100,000. These may be killed only 

tween the months of June and (ctober. 
Firearms must never be used. No liquor 
must. be sold on the islands. : 

Here are some interesting figures: In 1872 
seventy-six men in fifty days tcok 75,000 
seals; in 1873 seventy-six men in fifty days 
secured 75,000; in 1874 eighty-four men got 
90,000 in thirty-nine days. wadays 75,000 
seals are taken yearly from Paul and 25. 
000 from St. George, and the slaughtering 
time is confined to six weeks, bétween June 
14 to August, when the skins aré in the finest 
possible condition. * 

Clearly the American Government makes 
a good thing out of its contrdct. The reports 
for the decade 1870-80 show that the rent and 
taxes paid to the Treasury amounted to 
$3,452,408—a good interest on’ the purchase 
money of the whole of Alaska. 

The total catch of the world outside Behr- 
ing Sea will hardly amount to 50000 skins an- 
nually, for the old-time sealing grounds of 
the South Pacific and uth Atlantic have 
beén almost exhaus by indiscriminate 
slaughter. England, e gets a 
large share of the benefits of Behring Sea, 
and does it in two ways. The first is her old 
habit—an unofficial practice nowadays, one 
presumes, of grabbing what. she wants; in 
other words, piracy. The other is legitimate. 
A few tirms in London the secret of 
treating sealskins—that 18, destroying the 
rough hair and preserving and dyeing the 
fur—and all skins must be sent to London be- 
fore the world at large can wem.

The great herds are preceded by a few old 
scouts, or seacutchers ” as they are called. 
These forerunners are never interfered with, 
because they could warn away the advancing 
army. They look over the ground. Then 
‘comes tne berd of males and proceed to take 
up places on the beach. The strongest ones 
take the sea line; the others after constant 
fighting to determine precedence range 
themselves in rows behind. (The great at- 
traction the islands have for the seal consist 
in the beach and atmosphere. The former 
is sloping and neither clayey nor sandy; the 
latter is damp ana sekiom’sun-lit.} - 

The females come in a vast herd after the 
males have taken position; and then begins 
a comedy of animal life. The big males 
along the sea line have first choice. They 
coax up the females and try to get as many 
as possible. Thus when the male has secured 
one he reaches out for another. That is the 
chance for his rival who lies behind him. 
He stretches out his neck and lifts the neg- 
lected female to his own ledge as a cat does a 
kitten. In this way Miss Seal may be lifted 
bodily from one place to another till she 
finds her lord and master in the last row. 

The young seals when born sere about a 
foot long ana black. The next year their 
hair changes to a dark gray, while under it 
is a fine yellow fur. At this time the animal 
weighs about 100 pounds. There are males 
or *seacutchers” that live to be 15 years 
old. These are often eight feet in length and 
weigh as much as 2,000 pounds. The females, 
however, do not grow after their third year. 

The fighting between the males is savage. 
Sometimes they get a female between, them, 
and kill her in the 8 for possession. 
Her vanity is doubtless flattered, but at an 
uncomfortable cost. When the whole herd 
isin someof the males have from ten to 
thirty inmatesof tneir barems, and some 
have as few as three. These males, by the 
way, are never killed. Their skins are so 
torn by fighting tha, they are worthless. 

The seals whose skins are most desirable 
are the young males, about3 years of age. 
These are captured as easily as 4 flock of 
sheep. The natives, armed with clubs, 
surround them, and with shouts 
and flourishings drive them inland toward 
the slaughtering ground. ‘The undesirabie 
ones are allowed to elip through the lines 
and return to the sea. Theothers are driven 
slowly so as not to heat them and thus hurt 
the skins. They are then struck once pn 
the skull with a club, and they utter a moan 
and die, 

Sometimes in the process of slaughtering, 
which is simplicity itself, a male has been 
known to seize a club between its teeth, 
wrench it by a quick jerk of the head, and 
toss it thirty feet away. As a rule, however, 
the poor creatures die so meekly as to often 
fill their rude slayers with compuncction. 
The skins are stripped from them as quickly 
us possible and put in pickle fora few days. 
They are then 9 up in bundles of two 
and are ready for shipment. 

All of which ought to make a few moments 
of pleasant reflection fof Chicago ladies the 
next time they don their sealskins. 


A Pirate’s Voyage. 


In West Shore, a paper published at Port- 
land. Ore., was recently printed an account 
by H. R. A. Pocock of a raiding voyage dy 
the schooner Adela, which started for the 
seal fisheries from the British town of Victo- 
ria. Mr. Pocock submits his affidavit as to 
the truth of his report. 

By an 2 22 with the Captain of 
the Adela he shipped as a stowaway on the 
schooner in September, 1888. The vessel 
could have been worked by three men, but it 
carried eleven. Astop was made on the 
west coast of Vancouver Island, where a 
number of heavy clubs were cut. These, of 
course, were for the benefit of American 
seals. Ine schooner headed at once for 
the breeding grounds, which belong to 
the American verument. For eleven 

ears, the skipper told me,” writes 

r. Pocock, some twenty sea otter hunti 
schooners ot Yokohama habitually raid 
these breeding grounds and entirely de- 
stroyed small ones that were not guarded. 
Enormous sums were by the sale of 
skins, but every year brought disaster. 
Many raiders were shot down by natives or 
by the Russian risons; séveral of the 
schooners were lost, with all hands, at sea; 
others captured and confiscated by Rus- 
sian aud United States cruisers, and 
the rest were so much discou that 
they confined themselves to legitimate huut- 
ing of sea otter. Now, our little schooner 
had been a raider from the beginuing, had 
helped to drive away natives, to corrupt 
guards, and to rob the breeding grounds of 
the Okhotsk Sea. But four years ago it 
had, in course of an attempt on the Amer- 
ican Pribyiov Istands, the most populous of 
all breeding unds, been captured and 

rancisco. Here, a mepat 
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A a talk with the Aleut 
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ernment is quite capable, in the persons: of 
private subjects, of 8 liquor on the 
Aleuts despite the efforts of the American 
Government to prevent it. 

If an American war boat polices the Beh- 
ring waters it will be to guard the Aleuts 
from this corruption, and save. American 
property from spoliation. If a British man- 
of-war follows it will be to legalize piracy, 
— afford protection to the secret liquor 
traffic. 

Whatever arrangements the skipper bad 
made with the natives were defeated. for the 
sloop was forced by the winds to put out to 
sea that night. The Captain waited for 
a full moon before attempting to raid 
St. Paul's, the greater of the two islands. 
At the end of two weeks—but let the writ- 
er tell it in his own language: At the end 
of two weeks, under a wonderfully bright, 
blue sky, with a fresh breeze astern, we ore 
down upon two gleaming, white spots. sad at 
sundown these had grown into a large island, 
all snow-clad to the sea, the sky line broken 
with a swell of low hills. It was St. Paui’s. 
We stood in towards nightfall toward the 
southwestern part, and under the lee of the 
land, with darkened portholes and a covered 
skylight. Makmg a tack which brought us 
abreast of a cove on the north side 
of the bay, we anchored and took in 
sail, leaving all slack tha: we might more 
readily get under way. From here we could 
descry the immense seal rookery, the stench 
of which came down to us on the wind, sug- 
gestive of poultry; together with a most ab- 
surb babble of bleats, screeches, and dog- 
barks. The night was fair, and there was 
no surf ashore, and plenty of wind to take 
us out of sight of land before the day shouid 
break. The seals were there in hundreds of 
thousands, nay, in millions; and yet, instead 
of getting out the dories and taking 400 skins, 
worth nearly $3,000, that night, we gathered 
on the poop and—mutinied!”’ 

It appears that the Captain had tried to 
cheat his feliow thieves. They had been 
shipped on a promise of a share of a spoil, 
and perceiving an attempt to trick them out 
of it they mutinied on the only night when 
there was an opportunity to take a cargo of 
skins. Matters were arranged between the 
Captain and his gang, but it was too late. 
Storms drove them to sea for three weeks. 
When a raid was finally made it was 
against such heavy odds that the results 
were far from satisfactory. This is 
a <graphic paragraph descriptive of 
the hasty departure in the morning: 
After much delay before the boys could be 
persuaded to stop clubbing seals, we made 
sail and weighed. As we got in the boats one 
large seal raised himself from the deck to a 
man’s height and, blinded with biood and 
horrible in his utter déspair, swayed .dream- 
ily and fell dead—as terribie a sight to my 
mind as the slaying of a man, so gentle and 
intelligent are these creatures, Over the 
came the sound of the now dis- 
tant rookery in ludicrous mimicry of a 
crowd cheering at a horse race. 
We were now wading in blood and 0, 
ripping the seals with large knives slash- 


ing away tne skin from the thiek biubber 


that incased the body. The fishy smell, the 
heavy rolling of the vessel as we got clear of 
the lund, the flying spray, the cutting wind, 


the mixture of ice and blood, salt water and 


se made a nasty combination; and right 
thankful were we next day w after 
ing and spreading the seventy-five 
Eins, we laid them away in salt and were 
rid of them.“ 

This was the extent of the spoils of the 
voyage. Mr. Pocock writes that the Adela is 
now engaged in legigimate sealing, ana 
Hence his account of the piratical voyage 
cannot hurt his former host and Captain—tne 
Flying Dutchman.

_ Opera—Masical Items of Laterest. 

The engagements of artists and the plans 
for the next season of German opera at the 
‘New York Metropolitan Opera-House have 
been announced by Mr. Stanton, the director. 
sonnel of the company, and of the 
principals of last season four only 
have been retained. They are Frau- 
lein Huhn. Herrn Reichmann, Fischer, 
and Behrens. Frau Lilli Lehmann-Kalisch 
and her husband will not be heard next year, 
baving returned to Berlin, where, it is said, 
tne lady will sing Wagnerian roles at the 
Royal Opera-House. Report does not state 
whether Herr Kalisch has also been engaged. 
The news that Frau Lehmann had not 
been reéngaged for the Metropolitan is 
believed to have been decidediy wel- 
come. to many New-Yorkers, who had 
wearied of seeing her season after season. 
Of her husband the public had become Still 
more weary. He made marked improvement 
in method of vocalization and in interpreta- 
tion during the period of his connection with 
the Metropolitan company, yet his abilities 
were, at best, scarcely such as to entitie him 
to rank as a principai tenor of an establish- 
mentsuch as the Metropolitan.

Dr. Blodgett’s New “ Representation.” 

Dr. B. C. Blodgett’s new musical composi- 
tion, founded upon the book of Job, was suc- 
cessfully produced at Northampton last week 
by the senior dramatics’’ of Smith College. 
Tne composer, in order to avoid the wrong 


impression which would be conveyed by call- 
ing his work either an oratorio or a drama- 
tization, has entitled ita representation.“ 
The poem is strongly dramatic and 
16 sad to be as far removed 
as possible from the theatrical, and yet con- 
sistent with a stage production. The char- 
acters of Job, Eliphaz, Bildad, and Zophar 
are not taken by amgle individuals; but by 
groups of young ladies, varying from seven 
to ten in number. The scenery was simple 
and was the workof the students, as were 
also the costumes. The composer furnished 
the following note regarding the design of 
his work: ; ‘ 

As a musical composition the work is a sym- 
phony based on themes representing the several 
characters and the sentiments for which the 
characters stand. The theme of Elipbaz ex- 
presses entreaty, that of Bildad indignation, and 
that of Zophar sarcasm. Job is represented by 
five themes, éxpressing despair, trust, integrity, 
justification, and at the end triumph. The final 
theme of the stlude represents the 
divine verdict. orchestral treatment 
divides the band into three parts, em 
ployed succession, occasionally 
overlapping, but never joining until she close. 
This is for the representation. of the continual 
conflict, which is the theme. Job is always ~ 4 
resented by the brasses, the strings are tht rush- 
ing, striving force against him, while the wood 
wind always appears as a mediating element. 
The workis principally recitative, based upon a 
symphonic substructure. The treatment of 
the orchestra is characterized as strongly Wag- 
nerian. The reerttative closes with Job's 
last_argument, the great passage at the close of 
the book, whére God addresses Job, being consid- 
ered unsuited to dramatic treatment. Such 
treatment. however managed, could not but 
appear sacrilegious, so the general spirit of the 
passage is sought to be delineatedin the orches- 
tra. 

The whole performance is said to have been 
carried out With an earnest and reverent 
spirit with full regard for the dig 
nity and solémnity of the subject. 
Two performances were given, and the orchestra 
part was supplied by twenty selected artists from 
Boston. The work is divided into four parts—a 
vorspiel in which the general character of the 
treatment is foreshadowed and the principal mo- 
tives are introduced, a prologue giving the argu- 
ment which was read by a member of the class, 
the main body of the eng oF the poem, and a 
ett ge by the orchestra. Dr. Blodgett, a mem-

Strauss at the Madison Square Garden. 

The New York début of Eduard Strauss 
and his famous orchestra, which was made 
the occasion of opening the few Madison 
Square Garden, attracted a large audience, 
estimated as in all probability the largest 
ever gathered under one roof in New York. 
The entertainment, which was a combina- 
tion of Strauss’ concert and ballet, 
was listened to by about 5,000 people 
who could procure seats, and 
somethimg like 2,500 more who were forced to 
stand. There was no lack of enthusiasm, 
and encores were fully as frequent as was 
the case in Chicago. The programs were of 
the same nature as those given in this city, 
and consisted chiefly of dance music. The 
baliets were devised by Capt. Aifred Thomp- 
son and were danced by a company of newly- 
arrived dancers under the leadership of 
Leon Espinosa. The first ballet rep- 
resented Columbia in search of a floral 
embiem, and Flora, whose gar- 
den contained a ravishing array of 
human flowers, costumed as lilies, daisies, 
pausies, violets, etc., and arranged with an 
eye to artisticeffect. There were also butter- 
flies and bees to add to the animation of tne 
scene. The flower chosen by Columbia for 
ber national emblem was the golden rod. 
The second ballet was called Peace and 
War.” It opened with a wedding which was 
followed by warlike scénes, processions, etc. 


Old Musicai Instruments. 

An interesting collection of musical instru- 
ments is now on exhibition in London. 
Among the flutes are some old specimens 
copied from the originals preserved in the 
Communal Museum at Verona, Quantz’s 
boxwood flute, which was certainly played 
upon by that royal flutist, Frederick the 
Great of Prussia, ana so on down to the 
latest models of the present year. There 
are also several fiutes a bec of 
the eighteenth century, and bagpipes be- 
sides oboes, bassoons, clarionets, and other 
reed or wood instruments. Among them 
may be mentioned a gigantic B flat contra 
bassoon and also a contra fagotto in wood 
peli at the Marylebone Gardens by J. F. 

ampe in 1739. Ine instrument was said to 
have been made for Händel, and it 
was used in many of his oratorios. 
Of brass instruments there is an in- 
téresting . collection. The Conservatory 
of Brussels has sent fac-similes of old Roman 
infantry and cayairy trumpets reconstructed 
from the relics of simiiar instruments found 
in Pompeii. There are also a gigantic Alpime 
horn, a trumpet of the fifteenth century, an 
old army bugle used in the Crimea, the 
heraid’s trumpet used, by the Imperial 
Guard of Napoleon LIL, a curions trum- 
pet with a dragon’s head supposed to 
have been manufactured about 1800, a snail 
model by Sax, etc., down to the most recent 
inventions. A whole famuy of serpents is 
arranged against the wall, and there are also 
an extraordinary mumber of drums, includ- 
ing the state silver kettledrums and banners 
lent by the Queen, tne Duke of. Marivor- 
ough’s drum used at Blenheim, and two or 
three drums which were -beaten at W aterioo.

sical MSS., has come across several in the hand- 
writing of Mozart. There are two of the con- 
certos written in his childhood, and several 
numbers of Mithridate, the opera which came 
into being when the musician Was at Milan in 
1770. These Mozart autographs, like the Handel 
MSS. already mentioned, form part of tne col- 
lection formerly owned by Mr. Thomas Kerslake 
of Bristol.“

RNOUGH FOR THE FOURTH. 
| ber * ——— 
Other Fireworks Are in Greater Variety— 
New Designs for Pyretechnic Displays 


Alone Can Afford to Make Them—Lat- 
est Novelty Is the “Willow Shell!.’’— 
Yankee Ingenuity Will Produce Sur- 
prises— Manufacture of Mortars. 


The American small boy will have to pay 
high this year to give a noisy vent to his pa- 
triotrsm Independence Day. Firecrackers 
are not quite as vientifal as usual, fora 
storm that was ho respecter of little boys’ 
feelings sent a couple of ships laden with the 
red combustibles to the bottom of the Pacific. 
They were coming from China, where nearly 
all these racket-producera are manufactured, 
and although more are now on their way 
they will get here only in time to give the 
small Southrons an opportunity to endanger 
weir finger-tips on Christmas Day after 
their fashion down there. It doesn’t take 
much of an ‘excuse to eause a dealer to put 


venders of this smallest species of fireworks 
are said to have a goodly supply left over 
‘from last year, the going down of those two 
vessels has sent the prices of the crackers 
skywards. One merchant has talked freely 
of the fear of the firecracker famjne and 
‘says that while u has been used as an ele- 
vating lever on prices, still in all provability 
there are enough of the sizzling-stemmed 
toys tomeet the demand of all the young- 
sters on the continent. 

Firecrackers can be made in the United 
States just as easily as in Chima as for as the 
supply of material and the required manual 
skill are concerned, but Americans cannot 
compete with Chinese cheap labor to the ex- 
tent necessary to make the manufacture a 
paying local industry. A case containing 
2,500 crackers can be imported and the duty 
paid a: the small cost of 85 cents. No one in 
this country could be induced to turn them 
out at that price unless he were a philan- 
thropist willing to lose money that the chil- 
dren might rejoice in a great noise. Whole 
Chinese families, from tne infant to the 
grandfather, turn to and make the firecrack- 


ful, for the work laste the year through, and 
the number made by one person is simply 
marvelous. They make them by rolling 
cheap paper round a stick a number of times, 
cutting it, and fastening it with glue, thus 
forming a littie tube, one end of which is 
stopped with clay, while into the otner is 
poured a little fine powder. A fuse com- 
pletes the simple contrivance. 

While this year you may get but two-thirds 
as many crackers for your money as last, the 
greater fireworks are to be plentiful and 
cheap, while the demand is already even 
larger than it was in the exceptional centen- 
nial year. The enormous production of that 
year caused manutacturers to predict a de- 
cline of the demand in the years tocome, bué 
the reverse of the prophecy is the truth. 
Four times the amount put on the market in 
1876 will not now anywhere near supply the 
wants of the public, who are no longer satis- 
fied with one day a year for au explosive 
show, but must needs tack fire-wheels to 
trees, send rockets soaring skyward, and 
bombard the air with the contents of Roman 
candles on the occasion of every lawn ste or 
carnival. The idea of fireworks is associated 
in the Northerner’s mind with hot weather, 
and withthe thermometer at zero the only 
illumination ne cares for is the light of his 
hearth; butjust at that time, nevertheless, 
the manufacturer is reaping a rich narvest. 
Orders pour in from the great winter resorts 
of the South, and car-loads of every conceiv- 
able kind ot noise and fire producing conatriv- 
ances are sent to Florida and the shore re. 
sorts of the other Gulf States. 

Way back in 1848, when the manufacture 
of the elaborate pieces was in its infancy, 
the patriotic citizens of an Eastern city want- 
eda reproduction of the bombardment of 
Vera Cruz. The representation came off, a 
vast number of movable pieces being em- 
ployed to give it effect. It was then thought 
to be a grand affair, but in view of the ad- 
vancement of pyrotechnic science, if it may 
be so catled, the display was decidedly tame. 
For an exhibition today a round dozen of 
perfected mortars would be used where there 
was then one crude littie shell projector. The 
Japanese once led the world inthe beauty 
and force of their fireworks, but now Yankee 
ingenuity has seen all their discoveries and 
inventions and gone them several better. In 
1861, during the period of the “ firing of 
the Northern heart,” attempts were made to 
add fuel to the fire of patriotism by repre- 
senting, pyrotechnically, figures of Justice, 
Liberty, and other American idealsin the 
presence of great multitudes of greene It 
caught on and tne promoters of the plan 
claimed the credit of sending thousands of 
mea to the front. 

The coming Fourth of July will show great 
improvements in the designs of set pieces, 
the explosive power being increased and the 
fire and color effects made more lasting. A 
novelty is the ‘* willow shell,”’ which, when 
it bursts, spreads the fire out and causes it to 
droop after the manner of a weeping willow. 
A varied and beautiful result is produced b 
a shell which, on exploding, sets free a floc 
of imprisoned fire birds, which soar away as 
naturally as possible. The water spout is 
unique. A stream of fire plays fully 200 feet 
into the air, and reproduces with wonderful 
accuracy the water phenomenon at times 
witnessed on the ocean. A startling figure 
is that of dn Indian who shoots arrows of 
flame from a burning bow. 

The Roman candle is to all appearances a 
very simple contrivance, but it requires a 
deal of care in the making. A fifteen-iach 
paper tube is made and one end, as in mak- 
ing the firecracker, is stopped with clay. A 
layer of powder is inserted and on to it are 
dropped a star ana a fuse; this is rammed 
down and the operation is repeated until the 
required number of stars is obtained. It is a 
delicate job and requires a skilled hand to 
complete it properly. 

The mortars now used for ejecting shells 
depend upon their length for their carrying 
capacity. One three feet long can send a 
shell soaring to the height ot 1.000 feet. Aad 
a foot to the mortar and you can get a result 
that beats the former by 500 feet of distance. 
These big fellows are seldom made, save by 
special order. They are manufactured by 
rolling thick brown manilla paper about a 
round stick of wood. The paper is glued, 
and when removed from the wood forms a 
tunnel, whichis then lined with zinc to pre- 
vent its burning from the powder explosion. 
It is then telescoped over an iron chamber, 
which serves the double of contain- 
ing the powder and —7 mortar firm- 
ly to the ground. The fat little gun is now 
complete and ready to receive its charge. 
The sheli holding the charge is made b 
glueing thick paper over a wooden ball whic 
serves as a model. When the glue has dried 
the paper is cut offin two hemispheres, into 
which are placed tne pyrotechnic effects 
wanted, The shell is then completed by re- 
glueing, and to it an attachment is fastened 
containing Japanese lanterns and other pret- 
ty paperdésigns, When tue shell bursts at 
a great height the stars, the bright sparks of 
fire, and the lanterns float off into space, 
adding a beauty to the night 

The meteors and comets of this year rather 
outdo anything in the natural line that the 
heavens can boast, ana, in short, the displays 
that will top off Ar er Day, 1890, will 
be grand enough if the new designs are used 
to more than recompense Youog America 
for the additional cail that firecrackers will 
make on his pocket money. a

Besides much miscellaneous work, 
including articles on hterature and reviews, 
which show his marked scholarly taste, he 
has written me National Hyma” for the 
centenary of the United States celebrated in 
Philadelphia, and has rewritten his two 
novels, * Zoroaster” and *“Marzio’s Cruci- 
fix,” in French, for which the Acaaemy 
awarded him the prize of $200. 

Fast Work. 

When working upon a novel ne generally 
retires to Some secluded spot and then writes 
rapidly on, usually at the rate of a chapter a 
day.

All of 
Mr. Crawford's later novels have been writ- 
ten at his picturesque home in Sorrento, 
where he has residea permanently for 
the last five years. Here he 
and his charming wife live an ideal 
existence surrounded by their books and the 
trophies and souvenirs of their extensive 
travels. Their home, situated high up ona 
cliff suspended between the blue sky and the 
blue water beneath, and overlooking the 
beautiful Bay of Naples, is a veritable castle 
in the air, with its priceless tapestries, its 
rugs and pictures, and other rare works 
of art. Visitors to Sorrento now 
ask to have pointed out to them 
the Crawford villa, anxious to see

Artistic Buildings in the Mission Type of 
; Architecture. 

San Francisco Bulletin: Tourist sight-seers 
who go, as is now the popular thing, to Palo 
Alto, will see. there something more than 
a park domain, speedy “horses, ana fine 
buildings. They may ‘see there what 
all Californians may be proud of now 
that Yankee genius has developed it 
— characteristic California architecture. 
It was left to Massachusetts’ architects to 
appropriate to modern buildings the quaint 
features of the old missions, and the result 
is seen in the present costiy structures of the 
Stanford Jr. University. The adaptation 
proauces an effect harmonious and generally 
pleasing, while the novelty cannot but de- 


light all admirers of originality, wherever 


found. 

A large force of men is now busily em- 
ployed on the dormitory for young men. The 
twelve class-room buildings around the main 
quadrangle were all completed some time 
ago, with the exception of interior finishing. 
All are of brown-yellow sandstone, quarried 
from the hills not far distant. A lofty 
stone chimney of marvelous symmetry 
towers high above the low main buildings. 
It mses from the engine-house, also 
of stone, laid, as are ali the walls, in irregu- 
lar rubble courses. The dormitory building 
now going up will be three stories. It is a 
substantial-appearing structure with many 
pleasing features of artistic construction. 
it is located several hundred feet from 
the class-room buildings. At about the same 
distance from them in the opposite direction 
another dormitory building for young lady 
students is soon to be built. The wide 
graveled roadway marked out by Land- 
scape Artist Olmstead winds about in grace- 
ful-curves by these buildings and 3 
through under arches, so deep as to be al- 
most Lunnels, into the quadrangle bounded 
by the class-room buildings. Approaching 
these, the full effect of the architectural 
novelties above noted is seen. The flatness 
of these many one-story buildings and the 
great expanse of roof so near to 
the level of the eye is at first 
surprising from its novelty. But the sta- 
bility of the stone, the curves, and well- 
fitted arches of the four entrance ways, the 
odu beauty of the red-tile roofing, finaliy im- 
press one as most appropriate for their situ- 
ation and their object. The very lowness of 
the buildings is restful to the eye that tires 
of nine-story monstrosities of some city 
building. 

Beside the tiled roofing, the recurring 
arches and round pillars of the open corri- 
dor that connect all the buildings remind 
one of the missions. Santa Barbara Mis- 
sion, that the Jesuits made from adobe bricks 


a century ago, has just this architectural 


fancy. ut here it is elaborated upon and 
made more substantial and artistic. These 
carved capitals and skillful designs would 
have suggested too much of worldly beauty 
to the devoted fathers. These connecting 
tile-floored corridors will be ws" useful 
during the rainy season. oubtless 
tne idea of their utility only was 
the cause of their long-ago origin. It is 
only- one stone step from the corridor into 
each class-room. Very high are all the ceil- 
ings, and very low are the windows that 
pierce the walls on all four sides of each 
building. Poor ventilation must here be un- 
known. The entrance arches, surmounted 
by square-hipped, tile-roofed towers, rise 
high above the buildmg roofs, Ae tye the 
monovony of their one-story level. ithin 
the large court palms of various sorts are 
now growing. on fountains will be play- 
ing here, and then tne architectural effect of 
the new Mission style will be artistically 
complete. 

Some distance away, near the new Palo 
Alto wine cellar, is the beginning of an ar- 
boretum which promises to be one of the 
most complete of its kind n the United 
States. Just now itisin nursery form, but 
the shrubs and trees grow so rapidly in this 
climate that another year will make quite a 
showing. It is in charge of T. L. Douglass, 
who for some years was director of experi- 
mental work for the State Board of For- 
estry. Senator Stanford engaged him when he 
left the State employ, and since he has been 
busily at work here. He has two or three 
acres in gursery, chiefly trees. He has made 
a large collection of conifer pines, securing 
stock from all parts of the world. All wese 
trees now in the nursery will be taken up 
when the proper time comes and set out 
near the University, the grounds thus be- 
coming an immense arboretum. Manzan- 
itas in great profusion are to form one 
feature of the tree grouping. They are as 
characteristically Californian as the mis- 
sions and help form, it is thought, a pictur- 
esque landscape.

Before Yusuf and Mesu were ever heard of 
we lived in these wild shades from the Nile 
fountains to the Sea of Darkness, and, like 
the giants of the forest, we despise time and 
fate.’ But, poor littie things, they said 
nothing of the kind. They did not know 
they were heirs of such prcud and unequaled 
heritage. On the contrary their faces said 
clearly enough, as they furtively looked at 
one and the other of us, ‘Where have these 
big opie come from! Will they eat us? 
The height of the man was four feet, that of 
the woman a little less. He may have 
weighed about eight-tive pounds; the color of 
the body was that ofa half-baked brick, and 
a light brown fell stood out clearly.

The horse is a useful animal, and 
has done noble service to man, but 
his presence in cities, as pointed out 
recently by our scientific medical mea, 
is dangerous to health; and not oniy on this 
account, but upon that of economy in the 
maintenance of highways, will the advent of 
the new form of vehicular propulsion be 


hailed with satisfaction by ali intelligent 


people. It might be not such a wild state- 
ment to make, to say that within the next 
ten vears—that is before the beginaing of 
the twentieth century—vehicles of ali kinds 
propelled by electricity (that is, by the elec- 
tric storage battery) will be common enough 
on our streets and highways. 

it is known that ordinary dynamo gener- 
ators of electricity can be employed as mo- 
tors—that is, can be made to do work by hav- 
ing an electric current run into them; but 
they are not as effective and economical as 
the machines which have been built specialiy 
for motor purposes, the latter being provided 
with wire of somewhat different caliber in 
field and armature, It appears, however, 
that Mr. Force Bain, an Glectrician of Chica- 
go, has succeeded in making a machine 
which he calls a motor-dynawo, ana which 
he claims can be used as a motor or dynamo, 
as may be desired, with equally satisfactory 
results, 

Apropos of what is doing with the — & 
battery in Engiand, it may be stated that in 
this country, in New York, there has recent- 
ly been formed the United Electric Traction 
company with a capital stock of about $7,- 
000,000. This company isa consolidation of 
the Daft ana Julian companies, and one of 
tne results of the combination, it is expected, 
will be a poy activity in storage battery 
tracuon. It is not known that the company 
intends going beyond the enterprise of oper- 
ating street railways by electric storage bat- 
teries. 

It appears that electricity is to be applied 
to a device for the compilation and tabula- 
tion of census and other returns of a similar 
nature which require summation and classi- 
fication under various heads and in different 

roups. The method consists, essentially, in 

rst recording the data relating to each per- 
son by printing holes in sheets or strips of 
paper, and then counting or tailying these 
data, either separately or in combination, by 
means of mechanical counters operated by 
electro-magnates, the circuits through which 
are controlled by the perfotated strips. This 
system is said to bea thoroughly practical 
one, and it is estimated fiat its use will save 
nearly $580,000 in compiling the returns of 
this census. 

It is said that plans have been completed 
for an elevated electric railroad in Montreal 
Que. in this the track is to be elevated on # 
series of single posts, 60 feet apart. Single 
girders, resting on these pillars and sunk 6 
inches into their heads, carry the rails. A 
distinctive teatrre of the system is the pro- 
vision for supplying, the mutive power to the 
cars. The cable for conveying the electricity 
runs along the top chord of the girder. The 
crossties, instead of being fastened to the top 
of the girder, are passed through the lattice 
work, so that the upper portion of the girder 
projects to within an inch of tne bottom of 
the car. By this arrangement the necessity 
of making the electric motor draw its supply 
of energy through the wheels or axles of the 
car is avoided and the car does not depend 


for propulsion On the adhesion of its wheels 


to the track. The wheelsare also completely 
free from brake friction, as the brake sys- 
tem consists of a pair of shoes adjusted so as 
to grip the top chord of the girder on either 
side. The motor can be made to work direct 
by steam-propelled cable or by electricity.

The liking for Edam cheese from Holland 
still continues, but among connoisseurs were 
is a decided preference tor Gouda, a Holiand 
cheese of mild flavor, but of extreme rich- 
ness. This is a cream cheese and it is known 
in France as Pate Grasse on account of its 
richness. It is a small, round cheese ten 
inches in diameter, four inches thick. There 
is a variety of this cheese made for the Jews 
known as Gouda Kosher, and there are 
Hebrew characters imprinted on the top. 
With each case comes a certificate from a 
rabbi in Rotterdam that it is all right and 
that the faithful may eat it. These cheeses 
are small, about eight pounds in weight 
and there are six in a case, and 
as there is a large consumption of 
them the feés of the rabbinical cheese in- 
spector must totalize comfortably. 4 
Comminje Kaas is a spiced cheese about four- 
teen inches in diameter and five inches thick, 
but otherwise shaved like the Gouda. This 
is much approved by connoisseurs, though it 
requires training to appreciate the combina- 
tion of white pepper, nutmeg, and cinnamon. 
The latter is so sweet, so saccharine in fact, 
that it gives the Leyden cheese a peculiar 
fiavor that at first astonishes the palate. The 
Edam little round cheeses are of various 
brands, but the public knows them best as 
Edam painted red and Edam in tin-foil. The

A typicai Gruyere or Emmenthaler cheese 
of. Switzerland is five incbes high and four 
feet in diameter. The wheels of some car- 
riages are not as lar It is a faultless 
cheese, but it must not be allowed to get dry, 
for then it splits and it losesits flavor. It 
would seem as if its delicious flavor was con- 
tained in a sort of juice or sap which 
permeates it, if this is suffered to 
evaporate the cheese becomes nearly 
worthless. In Switzerland they make 
another variety known as S»rinz, which 
isa dry, very hard cheese, used only for grat- 
ing, and which would appear to be the Em- 
mentiialer made to be dry. It has not 
achieved success in America, and few 
Italians know of its existence, but they pre- 
fer it for macaroni to Parmesan. The Sbdrinz 
cheese looks exactly like Emmenthaler. 
Gruyere is the French name for Emmen- 
thaler, and itis largely consumed in France, 
for itis a food cheese, an article of diet, 
whereas the French cheeses are all articles 
of luxury. The Swiss also make the sap 
sago, or green cheese, which Germans

A MASTODON’S REMAINS UNEARTHED. 


Recent Discovery of Hage Bones in the 
Prorince of Ontario. 

Toronto Globe: A giant mastodon’s remains 
have just been exhumed from their long rest- 
ing place in a corn-tield near Highgate. The 
skeleton has, piece by piece, been disintsrred 
since last Saturday morning, and for mas- 
siveness and grandeur of proportions it 
equals, if it does not surpass, anything yet 


piece of farm land which forms part of a 
swampy plain. Its exact location is given 
thus: “The southerly part of the east part 
of Lot 8 Concession 6, of the Township of 
Oxford, in the County of Oxford, owned by 
Mr. Johu Reycratt.” It is a little over forty 
miles westward of St. Thomas, on the Michi- 
gan Central line, and 160 miles from Toronto. 

Four years ago the farmers of the vicinity 
decided to unite their energies in draining a 
marshy bog—a Place which had been appar- 
ently more or léss submerged for centuries. 
To carry off the water that accumulated on 
the s they cut an open ditch through 
several lots until they effected a junction 
with alarger channel. While the ditch was 
being opened in Mr. Reycraft’s land the ex- 
cavator, a relative of tne owner, stuck his 
spade nst what he first regarded as a log 
of oak but on examination found to be 
the big bone of an animal larger than any 
he had ever read or heard of. As he con- 
tinued nis digging he came upon some 
more remains, a large foreleg bone, part of 
the hind leg. several ribs, vertebra, and one 
or two other smaller bones. The entire col- 
lection was carefully stowed away in the 
farm-house, and few words passed about the 
discovery. Mr. Reycraft, however, made up 
his mind to prosecute further search at a 
more convenient season. The years slipped 
by, and that convenient season never came. 
About tweive months one of the farm 
hands was plowing the ficld by the side of 
this lonely ditch and the colter struck 
another massive bone. In bulk it was like 
the decaying stump of en ample pine. It 
proved a stumbiing-block to the indignant 
Hodge, and he contemptuously hurled it 
into the ditch, whence it has not yet been re- 
covered. | 

The discovery of the skeleton was a matter 
of small account to the good folks about 
Highgate, but through the medium of a trav- 
eling showman the story reached tne ears of 
Mr. John Jelly of Shelbourne. He took an 
active part in the finding of a mammoth on 
Mr. W. B. Jeliy’s farm, in the Township of 
Amaranth, last summer, and be and bis 
nephew, Mr. W. A. Hillhouse, soon found 
that the facts were as represented by the 
showman. Mr. Jelly lost no time in uir- 
ing possession of ail the bones found four

his nephew, with a gang of men, set to work 
Satu , and the reward of their first day’s 
toil was 100 pieces of the gigantic skeleton. 
The enormous jaws, teeth, and tusk pro- 
claimed at once that they belonged to the 
mastodon, and one of the largest of that 
branch of the elephant family. Monday their 
efforts were attended with almost equal suc- 
and the following day added to the col- 
lection, which now weighs several tons and 
numbers several hundreds.

Heligoland—Holyland—is an island, or 
rather group of islands, in the North Sea, or 
German Ocean, off the mouths of the Rivers 
Elbe and Weser, and due northeast of the 


German naval stauen of Cuxhaven. It is 


108 miles distant from Hamburg, somewhat 
tur tner off from Bremen, thirty-Ave in 
a direct line from the rman coast. 
It important as & saval station 
and ren for British war vessels 
in caso of an attempted blockade of the Bal- 
tic in the event of war with Russia. In such 
u case its value to England is great, and 
would be greater on unt of its near posi- 
tion to the North German coast line, in case 
that country were drawn into the conflict. 
This latter fact has on several occasions 
given rise to uneasinéss in Berlin, and an 
angry discussion respect us its nership 
arose between the two Governments at the 
time of the Fratco-Prussian war of 1870-’71. 
Ten years later there was anotner discussion 
as to the cession of the island to Germany, 
but, although Count von Munster, then Ger- 
man Ambassador at London, publicly ex- 
pressed the opinion that England would 
have no serious objection to its transfer, 
nothing came of the negotiahon. 

The island is of a triangular torm, about a 
mile in length from north to south, and one- 
third of a mile broad from east to west. Its 
extent was formerly much greater, but the 
erosion of the waves on the reddish-brown 
sandstone of which it is formed has much re- 
duced its size. The process is still going on, 
and at the rate at which the island is dimin- 
ishing im size it will soon be useless to any 
nation, except’ perhaps to the Dutch, be- 
lore whose energy and industry the 
sea itself rolls back. It is now less 
than a mile in superficial extent, but 
in 1649 it was four miles in ag gee in 
1300 forty-five miles, and in 800 120 miles. 
The encroachment of the sea, which is thus 
sending Heligoland the way of the islands 
which formed the Frisian Archipelago, has 
been effected almost entirely in one direc- 
tion—that is, from the northeast, the island 
having lost only one mile on the opposite side 
from tbe date of tne earliest records, to be 
accounted for, no doubt, by the set of the 
currents and the direction ef tne prevailing 
winds. 

Throagh this process of disintegration the 
original island was divided into two parts in 
1720, the smaller of which, a sandbank re- 
nowned for its sea oathing, lies to the east 
and is now known as Sandy Island, or, by 
the inhabitants, as The Dune.“ The chan- 
nel between the island and the bank is about 
a half mile in width and from twenty to 
thirty feet deep. The mainland rises 
on all sides, except where there are 
stretches of beach, in sheer cliffs 
from the sea, and at a distance looks 
like a huge rock, the highest point of which, 
the Nordhorn, is 212 feet from the sea line. 
From its form it is admirably adapted for 
fortifications. There are two small and but 
Indeed, it is said 
that during gales all the shipping lying in 
them must take to the open sea. The crumb- 
ling away of the country rock under the 
wave and wind.action nas formed number- 
léss caves along the coast, and left many 
picturesque and strange rock-forms and dan- 
gerous reefs off the gradually receding 
shores. 

Heligoland is thought to shave been the 
Actinia of the ancients, - It was formerly the 
chief seat of the worship of the Scandina- 
wan goddess Jord, daughter of Annar and 
Night, sister of Dagur or Day (Frigga), wife 
of Odin. This goddess (Jord) waa cailed by 
the Germans Hertha or Nerthus, the god- 
dess of the earth and of fertility. Tacitus 
tells of her, Visits to the island, of her 
worship, that her chariot was kept 
there. She had a chapel on the island 
and a sacred well. At the beginning of 
the eighth century St. Willibrod, apostie of 
Christianity to the Germans, preached to the 
inhabitants, destroved the chapel, and estab- 
lished a monastery, whence the name * Das 
Hellige Land (the Holy Land.) Coming 
down to modern days, it was part of the do- 
main of the Dukes of Holstein-Gottorp until 
1712, when it was ceded by the then Duke to 
Denmark. The English took it in 1807, and 
used it as a station for their fleets during tne 
war with France. A large smuggling trade 
was developed on the island between En- 
gland and Germany as a result of tne Berlin 
Decrees of Napoleon. England was con- 
firmed in her title to “he captured possession 
by the peace of 1814. The fleets of Germany 
and France came in conflict in tne neighbor- 
ing waters in 1849 and again in 1864 The 
headquarters of the Crimean Foreign Legion 
were established there by England in 1855, 
with the idea of facilitating the recruiting of 
Germans. ; 

There are two towns on the island, called 
the Upper and the Lower, one on the table- 
land and the otheron the shore, connected 
by a long flight of steps. The inhabitants, 
who numbered 2,001 by the census of 1881. 
are of Frisian origin, and are a hardy, good- 
natured lot, the men being chiefly fishermen 
and pilots, and the women tillers of the bar- 
ren soil. They speak Frisian and Low 
German, and are Lutherans in religion. 
The business part of the  popula- 
tion are chiefly (Germans. Con- 
nection with Hamburg is had by steamer in 
summer, but in winter only by an occasional 
fishing vessel, of which there is a fleet of 
some: Formerly tue services of the men 
as pilots along the dangerous North German 
coast were much in request, but the improve- 
ments of science have reduced greatly this 
waat.

The Government consists of a Governor, 
appointed by the Queen—usually a retired 
officer of the army or navy—and an Execu- 
tive Council, elected by a general assembly 
composed of all householders.

Over fifty years ago the island commenced 
to become known as a watering place, and 
its reputation as such has steadily increased, 
it being now considered as having superior 
facilities to any bathing resort on the North 
German coast. This has been a godsend to 
the inhabitants, who now form a very pros- 
perous commusity, charming in their un- 
changed simple, thrifty babits. During the 
bathing season, which lasts from May do Oc- 
tober, the island is frequentea by about 
13,000 visitors, who amuse themselves Dy fish- 
ing and hunting seals.

Across the room, for ex- 
ampie, is another Portrait of a lady.“ - pict- 
ure as black as Abbott Thayer's is white—wnich 
may be what is calle “a ‘perfect likeness.“ yet 
whocarest Who believes that this lady ever 
lived, ever had a thought, an inspiration, a de- 
sire? Surely it is impossible that any human 
body was ever so vacant of mean- 
ing. Unquestionably. it is the painter 
who w at fault; if he had been 
an artist, sensitive, ſmagiaative, he would have 
felt that woman’s character and carried a hint 
ofitto his canvas. The Dutch masters were 
satisfied with the most unpromising subjects. 
Who, for example, could have been more dull. 
placid, and uninteresting than the stifily- 
buckramed wife of the Burgomaster Van Ben- 
steyn? Yet Rembrandt made that stupid woman 
live forever, gave us a picture which the wisest 
and most beautiful observers must dream over. 
No novel could tell a domestic history more pow- 
erfully than the ‘portraits of this persistent 
woman and her irascible husband as they hang 
side by side in the Metropolitan Museum in New 
York. Surely in any created thing there lies an 
artistic motive, if the artist have only eyes and 
a soul 

Mr. Johnson's black-robed lady may sit on her 
sofa forever and none will do her homage. But 
one cannot escape the deep gray eyes and the 
haunting, sweet half-smile which are turned to us 
from Mr. Thayer's canvas. They are. wonderful 
—that smile with its shadow of melancholy, and 
those eyes, so gray that even the pupils show not 
one touch of biack. They give oue’s imagina- 
tion the heart of the woman, a heart sensitive 
and strained with the weight of life, but bearing 
it bravely and aspiring always. They make us 
forget the defects of the picture—a certain thin- 
ness of color, lack of care in drawing and mod- 
elmg. and of repose in the attitude of the hands 
—the few imperfections which attest this paint- 
er's incompleteness of industry and knowledge. 
We think more and more of its beautiful and 
subtle motive, and of the grace of its expression. 

If we are looking for the poetic—the pictorially 
poetic, which, in the poverty of. language, is too 
often confounded. with the poetry appropriate in 
literature—we shail find it also in Mr. Bunker's 
picture, The Mirror —in the curve of the lady’s 
gently imperious under lip, and the downward 
droop of her eyelid. The knowledge of her 
beauty crosses the senses of this woman like the 
far faint perfume of violets and exalts her as 
delicately above all the baseness of the world. 
Here every touch, except possibly the pose of 
the left hand, 1s potent, barmonious; the color is 
beautifully expressive of the flowery theme. 
And *Carmencita,”’ surely she is poetic: surely 
the painter's imagination has entered into the 
very spirit of her physical ecstacy and rendered 
it gorgeously in imperial yellow. Mr. Sargent’s 
style is as versatile as it is brilliant With 
*Carmencita” he is Spanish; he might be Goya 
himself. Under French skies he is French, and 
his touch is not always a stranger to sober En- 
gland, so impressionable and sympathetic is his 
artistic sense. 

In Mr. Lafarge’s work one looks always for post- 
ry of motive and color. A keen imagination alone 
could inspire that listening figure in his Child 
Playing a Guitar,“ whose attitude expresses 
noble religious patience and exaltation: Fine 
and simple, too, is the study of Nicodemus ana 
Christ, and its deep, glowing colors are iridescent 
with light. Few Amerioan painters have had as 
much experience as Mr. Lafarge in interpreting 
sacred subjects, whose mystery and poetry appeal 
to his alert imagination. Over the altar of the 
Church of the Ascension in New York is his 
great painting of The Ascension,” which shows 
the risen Lord wreathed with angels, while the 
Apostles and holy women gaze upward from the 
ground below. Oaly when the afternoon sun- 
light strikes this picture is the full glory of its 
color manifest; then the gates of paradise seem 
indeed unbarred.
